THE War, which muſt have I much excited 7755 
attention and feelings of every Britiſh ſubject, 
being now terminated, it may not, I preſume; be 
either uſeleſs or unintereſting, to review ĩts cauſe, con- 
duct, and effects; to trace the origin, magnitude, 
and extent of the danger, which lately threatened the 
Britiſh empire in India; to appreciate the energy with 
which it was met and repelled ; to compare our pre- 
ſent ſituation with what it muſt now have been, had a 
les dignified and more timid policy ſwayed our public 
_ councils; and, finally, to appropriate the applauſe or 
cenſure that is due to him, and him alone, by whom 
it was undertaken, conducted, and concluded. For 
this purpoſe, it will be neceſſary to look back a few 
years into the political ſtate of India, when it will not 
be difficult to deſcry the ſeeds of thoſe revolutions _ |

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which have given a new form to ſome of its conftitu- 
ant parts, and materially affected 1 e xi 


and ſituation of them all. 


The triple alliance of 1790, and the peace of Se- 


ringapatam, dictated, after a glorious and deciſive war, 


by Lord Cornwallis in 1792, had given ſome con- 


ſiſtency to the fluctuating politics of India; they had 


generated and defined a ſyſtem of balanced power and 
mutual intereſt, calculated to conciliate and enforce 


the preſervation of public tranquillity; ; they had di- 
miniſhed the power, removed the intereſt, and conſe- 


- quently, it was preſumed, the inclination of Tippoo 


Sultaun, to diſturb the harmony of the Engliſh and 


their allies; and they preſented to thoſe allies—the 
Nizam and the Mahrattas, ſuch motives to peace, 
and ſuch checks upon their mutual ambition, as, 
it was hoped, would for a long ſeries of years have 
made us the arbiters of the power and proſperity of 
I will not take upon myſelf to determine, whether 
fo nice an adjuſtment be calculated for this hemiſphere, 
or whether any balance of power can long be maintain- 
ed among pure nulitary governments ; but this is ap- 
parent, that when territory is defined only by treaty 


not marked and defended, as in Europe, by differences 


of policy, religion, language, and manners, it will 


require increaſing vigilance, and a moſt preponderating 
power, to ſeize the times, and ſecure the objects of in-

The power and politics of the Mabratta empire 1 
ever been fluctuating and uncertain, as one or other of 
its feudatory chieftains has gained the aſcendency in a 
ſtate, which exhibits the extraordinary ſpectacle, not 
only of an hereditary and powerleſs King, but of an 
hereditary and almoſt powerleſs Miniſter. * 

The hope of ſharing in the diviſion of Tippoo' * 
country, in 1792, or ſome internal intrigues in 
the Mahratta court, had carried the late Madajee 
Scindiah to Poonah, ſome time before his death, 
where his unworthy ſucceſſor has ſince remained, oc-- 
cupied in general extortion and encroachments on the 
authority of the Peſhwa.

' predatory power of the Mahrattas, but with a new, 
an unforeſeen, and more intimate danger, the danger 
of unprincipled Jacobiniſm feſtering in the heart ef 
his ki ngdom, and ſupported there by military power. 
The wicked principles of the mother-country had, 
in a very early ſtage of the French revolution, infected 
' the colonies of Pondicherry and Chandernagore; and 
the capture of thoſe places by the Engliſh, had dif- 
perſed ſome of the moſt zealous propagators of miſ- 
chief among the courts and armies of the native 
Princes of India. The policy of the old government 
of France, in the inſidious and ſyſtematic introduction 
of Frenchmen into the armies of Tippoo, the Mah- 
rattas, and the Nizam, had been ſucceſsfully adopted 
and practiſed by the new Republic; and the fantaſtic

purpoſe of haraſſing the march, . e che 
ſupplies of the allied army. 


Our own territories were En fed from Ge 


tation: for by threatening the capital of Myſore with 


an army fully equipped, and ready to move towards 
it at a moment's warning, ſo completely were our do- 


minions ſheltered; and it is the firſt inſtance of the 
kind, in the Britiſh military hiſtory of India, that 


not one lootee was ſeen during the war, nor one fa- 
nam of revenue loſt in the provinces below the Gauts, 
f either on the ſide of Coromandel or Malabar. 

This juſt and neceſſary, if ever there was a juſt and 
noceilury; War, being crowned with rapid and com- 
plete ſucceſs, nothing remains but that we uſe our 
victories with clemency, moderation, and wiſdom. 


One of the firſt powers of India with which WOE 


came acquainted, after the French jealouſy and am 
bition had involved us in the politics and wars of the 
country, was the Hindoo kingdom of Myſore, in 


whoſe armies Hyder Alli, the father of Tippoo Sul- 


taun, at that time ſerved with conſiderable reputation. 


When the unprincipled ambition, high courage, 


and uncommon talents of Hyder Alli, had raiſed him 
from an unknown family to fupreme power, he found 
it ee to veil the deformity of Mohummedan

For this purpoſe the Rajah, or ſome deſcendant 1 
bis family, was annually exhibited to the people as 
their legitimate ſovereign; nor was this claim on their 
ſubmiſſion to the Government thought needleſs, or 
diſpenſed with, till ſome years after the acceſſion of 
Tippoo Sultaun, whoſe pride ſeems to have diſdained 
an outward reverence, though his policy ſtill per- 
1 ſome of the Oy to live in poverty and ſeclu- 
ion. 5 
The reſtoration of ile family, whoſe rights, though 
gradually fading from popular obſervation, could not 
be extinguiſhed, and were never wholly forgotten, | 
became in every war in which we had been engaged 
with Hyder Alli, or his ſon, a ſubject of ſerious poli- 
tical conſideration: and when, by the ſucceſs of our 
arms, the uſurpation of Tippoo was overthrown, our 
earlieſt enquiries were naturally directed to a family, 
the influence of whoſe name ſeemed to promiſe the 
bappieſt effects upon the ſubmiſſion of the people, and 
the future adminiftration of the Government. 
On a careful inveſtigation it was found, that the 
wife of Kifna Raije Warrier, the Prince who reigned 
at the time of Hyder Alli's uſurpation, was ſtill alive; 
and that the ſurviving repreſentative of that perſecuted 
family was a boy of five years oe $i 
By reſtoring, under certain conditions, this youth 
to the goo of his anceſtors ®, ſuch. nearly as it

Hound by every moral law, and every conſideration 
of policy and intereſt, to ſecure, as far as is poſſible, 
the proſperity of the country, and the happineſs of 


the people for whom we were now to legiſlate, and 


warned by the evils and difficulties that have ariſen in 
the Carnatic, in Tanjore, and in Oude, from an ac- 
knowledgment of independance, whoſe exerciſe we 
were predetermined not to admit, the Governor Ge- 
neral determined to ſecure by treaty our right of in- 
terference in the adminiſtration of Myſore, whenever 


it may appear to the ſound diſcretion of the Britiſh 


Government that ſuch interference is neceſſary to the 


protection of the people, and, what muſt ever be in- 


timately connected with their protection, the Intereſts : 
of the Britiſh empire in India. 5

But it is a new doctrine among nations to limit 
their own power, leſt they ſhould be tempted to abuſe 
it; and experience has ſhewn, that, whether we have 

or have not the right of interference, we always exer- 

ciſe it, thus attaining the ſame end by leſs juſtifiable 
means, and reaping all the odium of a breach of wy 
without its advantages. | | 

To have returned to an artificial balance of power 
among the States of India, admitting the policy of 
its former adjuſtment to have been the beſt that, un- 
der the circumſtances then exiſting, could be adopted, 
was now impracticable, fo completely was the relative 
power and ſituation of each party to the peace of Se- 
ringapatam changed fince its concluſion. 

Even if their territories had been cemented by time, 

and the uſeful prejudices which time engenders, not 
only does their military nature forbid the hope of thus 
long continuing in the ſame ſtate of relative power, 
but the firſt glance of their Governments od them | 
to be uſurpations.

Among States like theſe, in which the dan 9 
aa judicial powers are claimed and exerciſed by one 
individual, on whoſe capacity, courage, and diſpoſi- 
tion, the welfare and power of each muſt neceſſarily 
depend, where all the troops are mercenaries, and the 
loſs of a battle is often times the loſs of a kingdom, it 
cannot be wondered at, if the lapſe of a few years or a 
few months entirely ſubverts any pre- exiſtent or arti · 
ficial ſyſtem, however raiſed, and however guarded. 
The events which ſoon followed the peace of 1792, 
precipitated the Nizam, from the conſideration he 
held among the contracting powers at that period: 
and the ſubſidiary force which he conſented to receive 
from us, though it might have been' ſufficient to pro- 
te& his perſon againſt the treaſon or violence of his 
own ſubje&s, yet was certainly inadequate to the 
ſuppreſſion of the ambition of his ae the | 
Mahrattas. e 55 

The force now fabfdized by that Prince, kindes 
equal to its object, and may ſecure him as well from 
foreign as  dSitletfic: danger. Upheld by the ſtrength 
of the Britiſh Government, and temperately and diſ- 
cretely employed, it may repreſs the germs of future 
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war in 8 and materially ene den its ſanity 
againſt foreign invaſion. | 


Unſupported by a native Ally, the. ſea coaſts. of 
India are impervious to an European enemy: the 
threatened irruption of the barbarous hordes on its 
Northern frontiers, we have it not in our power en- 


tirely to prevent; but a ſubſidized army of 6, ooo 


men, ready for immediate ſervice, at Hyderabad, as 

many at Seringapatam, and twice as many in Oude, 
conſtitute a ſtrength, that, when ſeparate, muſt over- 
awe the ambitious projects of every power in India; 


and, when co-operating, muſt be much more than 


equal to any force that can be n within its con- 


fines. 


On theſe principles | is laid down the new baſis 1 


Indian peace and proſperity. 


Our Ally the Nizam is ded beyond bis riſk, 


- and much beyond his expences. The intereſt of the 


Rajah of Myſore is identified with our own ; and the 


Mahrattas, if not conciliated by offers far above their 
deſerts, are retained by an impenetrable frontier, ex- 
| tending from Bednore to Amboor, from the Weſtern 


to the Eaſtern Gauts.

ſhare in the ſucceſſes of the war—they incurred no 


expence, they ran no riſk, and it is doubtful if they 
even wiſhed us ſucceſs yet, as the great ſcope of the 
Governor General's policy is to ſecure the future tran- 
guillity of India, as far as human prudence can ſecure 
it, he was willing to conciliate the Peſhwa by giving

dominions, yielding an annual revenue of almoſt, 
1 200,000 ſterling ; at the ſame time tcrpabng — 
mediation in thoſe diſputes between him and the Ni- 
zam, which have once, ſince the peace of 1 7925 ſhook 
India to its center..

Hyder Alli's m will ſoon be brought to Vellore, 
in the Carnatic; where, though the temptation and 
means of future diſturbance and intrigue have been re- 
moved, a liberal allowance of C. 80,000 ſterling per 
annum has been made, to enſure their comfort, and 
ſupport their dignity. By a ſimilar liberality, have 
the inen of rank and influence in Myſore been attach · 
| ed to their new governors. And thus, in a few 
months, has a power, moſt inimical from its foundation 
to the Company's intereſts, been not only removed, 

but converted into a new ſource of ſtrength and ſecu- 
rity to the Britiſh empire in India. | 7 

Such is our preſent flate—— What would it now 
have been, had a line of policy, not without ſupport- 
ers both in India and Europe, ſwayed the councils of 
te Governor General? | Tn 

From the moment that the e COD at the 

Maneitios: was authenticated, it was allowed, on all 
ſides, that an army muſt immediately be aflembled, 
to cover the Carnatic. To cover a frontier of many 
hundred miles, in which there are not leſs than 70 or 
80 paſſes, practicable and eaſy to light-armed troops, 
from the deſtructive predatory irruptions of Indian 
horſe, both reaſon and experience ſhew to be impoſ- 
üble, on any other 9 885 than that of obliging the

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enemy to cdncenter his force, for the protection of his 
capital. Seriouſly to alarm Tippoo for his capital, and 
prevent his detaching his regular and irregular cavalry 


to plunder and lay waſte our provinces below the Gauts 
of Corotnandel and Malabar, it was neceffary that the 
army ſhould be fully equipped, and that he ſhould 
know it to be ready to move forwards to Seringapatam 
at a moment's warning. The ſame expence of troops, 


carriage, and proviſions, muſt therefore be contracted,

We know, from what has lately pafec in pt 
and Ireland, that no fleets, however ſuperior, can ab-

monſoon muſt be left open and expoſed; where, 


though the protection muſt be withdrawn, from the 
general danger of remaining on the coaſt during the 


ſouth-weſt monſoon, there are many intervals of mo- 


derate weather, in which ſhips might diſembark their 


troops without danger or difficulty. How ſhould we 
then attack a country, guarded by French tactics, and 


abounding in natural fortreſſes, which, if defended

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What other armies could we furniſh to watch the 
French faction at Hyderabad, or the licentious troops 
W of Scindiah at Poonah; to ſay nothing of the ſupport 
| of the army, we had been already obliged to aſſemble 
againſt Zemaun Shah in Oude ?—lt is plain, that the 
very means of defence would have been infallible ruin. 
Me ſhould have had months and years of defenfive 
apprehenſion at nearly the expence of actual hoſtility, 
inſtead of a few weeks of offenſive war. We ſhould 
have had enemies inſtead of. allies—danger inſtead of 
a ſafety—contempt, decline of power, and bankruptcy, 
inſtead of ee e ſtrength, and glory.

Khaun * Abdalla, an Affghan Chief, who fol- 
lowed the ſtandard of: Nadir Shah, on his inva- 
ſion of India, in the year 1739. 1150 dominions 
extend from the left bank of the Indus, coming 


from the ſea coaſt, as high up as the parallel of Caſn- 


meer. Eaſtward of the Attoch, they ſkirt the Seick 
nation to ſome diſtance beyond the territory of. Jam. 
boo. They extend weſtward, to the vicinity of Ter- 
ſhiſh, comprehending Cabal, Candahar, Peiſhere, 


SGhizni, Gaur, Sigiſtan, and Kern; a tract not 


leſs than 650 Britiſh miles in length, from eaſt to weſt. 
A reference to Major Rennell's incomparable map, 
will afford a clear idea of the magnitude and. impor- 
tance of this empire. This formidable kingdom, was 
founded between fifty and ſixty years ſince, by Ahmed 
Khan Abdalla. In the confuſion which followed the 
murder of Nadir Shah, availing himſelf of the diſ- 
tracted ſtate of Perſia and H indoſtan, he aſſumed the 
Chuttur, or enſign of royalty, under the name 0! 
Ahmed Shah, diſmembering both theſe empires of 
fome of their faireſt provinces. Ahmed Shah invaded 
India no leſs than ſeven times; his name will long be 
remembered there, from the dreadful overthrow he 
gave the united powers of the Mahratta e in 
the year 1761, on the plains of Paniput. 

He was ſucceeded, in the year 1773, by his fon 
Timmur Shah, who aflumed the title of Duranni. 
Timmur Shah died about the middle of the year 1792, 
and was. ſucceeded by his 05 Zemaun Shah, the 2

ſent Ui Zemaun Shah refides alternately: at 
Candahar and Kabul; at the former during the heats, 
and at the latter in the cold ſeaſon. 
His military eſtabliſhment conſiſts chiefly of horſe, 
to the number, it is faid, of 150,000. He does not 

hold his infantry in much eſteem, employing them 
only to garriſon his fortreſſes ; and happily for us, his 
equipment of artillery is by no means reſpectable. His 
cavalry are all excellently mounted, incomparably ſu- 
perior to any native horſe that can be brought to op- 
poſe them from Hindoſtan. The impreſſion of terror 
on the minds of the Mahrattas, by the fatal carnage 
at Paniput, is fo indelible, that it is generally believed, 
they will hardly, if ever, be prevailed upon to dünn | 
the charge of the Abdallis *, Among many inſtances - 
of the prevalence of this dread, which the cavalry of 
Ahmed Shah has impreſſed upon the Mahrattas, it is 
related, that a Mahratta is not aſhamed, if his horſe 
{ſhould happen te ſtart when drinking water, to ex- 
claim, Doſft thou ſee the ſhadow of an Abdalli ?” 


Kaſhmeer and Tamboor only, are ſaid to amount to 
two or three millions ſterling. 
The inhabitants of Zemaun Shah's dominions are 


doſtan, who have adopted the inſtitution of Baba 
Nanuh, and are called Katri. | 

They: are remarkably intrepid and robuſt, living in 
the fineſt climate, and the richeſt country in natural 
productions in the world. 

When the power of Zemaun Shah is conſidered, and 
that his irruption into Hindoſtan has not only been 
invited by Tippoo Sultaun, but encouraged by the

is allied by marriage to the houſe of Timur, and may

us, that immediate meaſures will be taken for a conſider- 
able augmentation of the European force in the Eaſt 
Indies: You may therefore expect, that not leſs than 
four thouſand ſeaſoned and diſciplined troops, and 
perhaps a larger number, may be ſent to the Com- 
pany's ſettlements with all poſſible expedition, part of

Should the expedition, notwithſtanding the mea- 
ſures taken by His Majeſty's government- to intercept

Our re- 
ſpective governments will of courſe have taken ſuch 
precautionary meaſures in conſequence as appeared to 
them neceſſary, and applicable to exiſting circum. 
Our empire in the Eaſt has ever been an object of 
jealouſy to the French, and we know that their former 
government entertained ſanguine hopes of being able 


do reach India by a ſhorter paſſage than round the Cape 


of Good Hope, and we have no doubt that the preſent 
government would rifk a great deal, and even adopt 
meaſures of a moſt enterprizing and uncommon nature, 
for the chance of reducing, if not annihilating, the 
Britiſh power and conſequence in that quarter of the 
world. To effe& this, without the aid and previous 
concert of one of the Indian powers, ſeems almoſt im- 
poſſible, and would ſcarcely be attempted. In the 
preſent ſituation of India, Tippoo appears the fitteſt 
inſtrument to be employed in the furtherance of ſuch 
ambitious projects. e x 
It is highly improbable that Tippoo ſhould hav 
entered into any league with the French, without 
ſome apparent preparation on his part of an hoſtile 
nature in furtherance of their deſigns. If ſuch there- 
fore ſhall have been the caſe, it would be neither pru- 
dent nor politic to wait for actual hoſtilities on hi 
part. We therefore recommend, that if you ſhall not.

| OUR Letter to you of the 18th x 5 laſt, dof | 
a copy of our orders to'the Governor General i in coun- 
cil of the ſame date, relative to the expedition from 
Toulon under General Buonaparte; and directing 
your obedience thereto, fo far as ſhould reſpect your 
Prefidency, | 

Our ſubſequent advices of July and Auguſt, will 
have informed you of the appointment of Mr. Jones 
to reſide at the court of the Pacha of Bagdat, as well 
as of the objects of his miſſion; and of the reinforce- 
ments already ſent and now ſending out to India. 

Since the date of our letter of June laſt, above al- 
luded to, the landing of Buonaparte in Egypt has 
been fully confirmed; and although, by the glorious 
victory of Admiral Nelſon over the French fleet near 
Alexandria, and the oppoſition made to their progreſs 
through Egypt by the Arabs under the authority of 
the Porte, the deſigns of the French have been conſi- 5 
derably impeded; yet if, contrary to our hopes and 
expectations, he ſhould be able to eſtabliſh himſelf in 
Egypt, we cannot but ſtill be under apprehenſions for 
the ſafety of our Indian poſſeſſions. Theſe apprehen- 
ſions are conſiderably increaſed in conſequence of ſome 
hints lately ſuggeſted by the right honourable Henry 
Dundas, that, if the French ſhould be able to ſubdue 
Egypt, and to eſtabliſh their authority in that country, 
it is likely their next progreſſive meaſure would be to 
ſecure the communication of the Red Sea with the 
Gulph of Cambay, at the narrow Straits of Babelman- 
del; and, if in their power, to detach: a ſufficient 
force to take poſſeſſion of the iſland of Perim, ſituate 
between the two points which include thoſe Straits.

importance to the French, in ſecuring the advantages 
they propoſe to themſelves in the conqueſt of Egypt;

1. I had the honour to addreſs your Lordſhip on the 
20th ultimo; and having marched from Cananore on 
the following day, agreeably to my intimation of that 
date, I arrived at the top of Pondiacherrum Gaut on 
the 25th of the ſame montn. . | 

2. I informed your Lordſhip it was my intention 
to aſſume a defenſive poſition cloſe to the frontiers; 
and there await, in conformity to General Harris's in- 
ſtructions, under date the 24th of December, his fur- 
nn.

In purſuance of this plan T moved the corps ſuc- 
ceſſively forward, and placed them in ſuch ſituations 
as might enable me moſt promptly to form the pro- 
poſed junction with the principal 'army,.

Lieutenant Colonel Montreſor, took up their ground 
at Seedaſeer, the boundary of the Coorga country, and 
about ſeven miles diſtant from Periapatam.

circumſtance was diſcovered at ten o'clock in the fore- 


noon, as the enemy were us up their ground, by 
a party of obſervation, on the ſummit of the high hill 
of Seedaſeer, which commands a view of the Myſore 
almoſt to the environs of Seringapatam. Before the 
evening this encampment aſſumed a very formidable 
appearance, and covered a great extent of ground; we 
were able to count from 3 to 400 tents; amongſt the 
number ſome of large dimenſions were diſtinguiſhed, 
and particularly one of a green colour, that ſeemed to 
denote. the preſence of the Sultaun. However much 
| the probability of this circumſtance might be ſtrength- 
ened by the reſpectable appearance of the encampment, 
it was contradicted by the evidence of two Hircarrahs, 
who had recently arrived from Seringapatam. Theſe

more correct intelligence, which I expected hourly, to 
act with the whole of my forces, as affairs might render 
it neceſſary. On the morning of the 6th, Major Ge- 
neral Hartley went forward to reconnoitre ; and at 
break of day, from the hill of obſervation, the whole of 
the enemy's army was diſcovered to be in motion; 

but their movements were ſo well concealed by the 
woodineſs of the country, and the hazineſs of the at- 
moſphere, that it was impoſſible to aſcertain their ob- 
ject; nor, in fact, was this diſcovered until they had 
penetrated a conſiderable way into the Jungle, and 
commenced an attack upon our Line, which happened 
between the hours of nine and ten. 

7- The enemy pierced through the Jungles with 
ſuch ſecrecy- and expedition, that they attacked the 
rear and the front of our line almoſt at the fame in- 
ſtant. This diſpatch prevented more than three of 
our corps being engaged, as the fourth, which was 
poſted, two miles and a half in the rear, was unable to 
form a junction, from the enemy having cut in be- 
tween them and Seedaſeer. The communication was 

effectually obſtructed by a column, which, according 
to the reports of our priſoners, conſiſted of upwards of 
5,000 men, under the command of Baber Jung. 

8. Fortunately, before the egemy had accom- 
pliſhed their purpoſe, Major General Hartley had time 
to apprize me oth heir attack, and remained himſelf to 
give any aſſiſtance that might be neceſſary. The beſt 
poſition was aſſumed for repulſing the enemy; and in 
this alarming ſituation the corps defended themſelves 
with ſo much. reſolution, that the Sultaun's troops 
were unable to make ariy im reſſion. The brigade 
was on every ſide completely ſurrounded, and had to 
contend againſt a vaſt diſparity of numbers, beſides 
other diſcouraging circumſtances.  _ 

As ſoon as I received intelligence of the peri- 
lous ſituation of the right brigade, I marched to their 
aſſiſtance, with the two flank companies of His Ma- 

jeſty's 75th regiment, and the whole of the 77th, 
1 arrived about half paſt two in ſight of the divifion

of the enemy, who bad penetrated into the rear, and 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the great road leading to See- 
daſeer. The engagement laſted nearly half an hour, 
when, after a ſmart fire of muſquetry on both ſides, 
the enemy were completely routed, and fled with pre- 
cipitation through the Jungles, to regain their column, 
which {till continued the attack in front. On arriving 
at Lieutenant Colonel Montreſor's poſt, I found his 
men exhauſted with fatigue, and their ammunition al- 
moſt expended. At 20 minutes paſt three the enemy | 
retreated in all directions. 

10. For this deciſive, and, I hope your Lordſhip 
will allow, brilliant ſucceſs, conſidering the ſmall num- 
ber of troops who engaged, under very great diſadvan- 
tages, probably the flower of Tippoo Sultaun's army, 
feel myſelf peculiarly-indebted to the judicious diſ- 
poſitions for defence made by General Hartley: He 
embraced the opportunity of obſerving the motions of 
the enemy from the hill I have above-mentioned, and 
was thus enabled to adviſe Lieutenant Colonel Mon- 
treſor of the beſt method for defeating them. I beg 


leave alſo to inform your Lordſhip, that my beſt thanks ” 


are due to Lieutenant Colonel Montreſor, for his very 
active exertions; and to the officers and men, in- 
cluding the Artillery of his brigade, for their gallant 
and ſteady behaviour throughout the whole of this 
arduous affair. Lieutenant Colonel Dunlop, and the 
European Diviſion under his command, are likewiſe 
entitled to my particular approbation, for their {pirited 
— which finally routed the enemy. 

Our loſs on this occaſion is far leſs than could 
reaſonably have been expected.

13. As the arrival of General Harris at Seringa - 
patam, will not happen at ſo early a period as he firſt 
intended, the immediate poſſeſſion of the poſt of See- 
daſere was no longer an object of ſuch conſequence, 
and to retain it while Tippoo continued in force at 

Periapatam became an affair of ſerious difficulty. The 
ſecrecy and expedition with which he had planned his 
late enterprize, and the correct intelligence that the 
leaders of his columns appeared to have obtained of 

the private routs through the Coorga Jungles, led to 
an opinion that he would not remain fatisfied with 
this abortive attempt, but might endeavour to pene- 
trate by another direction to the ſouthward, ſtill more 
open than the paſſage of Seedaſere, where he would 
only be oppoſed by Coorgs. This conſidleration de- 
rived a greater weight, as if he ſucceeded in forcing 
this entrance it would throw him into our rear, and 
put him in all probability in poſſeſſion of the great 
depot of rice collected by the Coorga Rajah. Theſe 
motives have induced me to relinquiſh the poſt of 
Seedaſere, and to collect the whole of my force at this 
place. I have accordingly made a diſpoſition, either 
to defend my poſition againſt the Sultaun, if he ſhould 
again venture to attack it, or to move in defence ot any 
part of the Coorga Rajah' s territories that the enemy

14. Since the action of the 6th, the enemy have 
continued in their camp at Periapatam, nor have any 
intelligence either of the Sultaun's deſigns, or of the 
motives that induced him to undertake his preſent en- 
terprize.

On the 4th inſtant I had the honour to addreſs to 
your Lordſhip an haſty note, containing, in few 
words, the ſum of our ſucceſs, which I have now to 
report more in detail. . 
Ihbe fire of our batteries, which began to batter in 
breach on the zoth April, had on the evening of the 
3d inftant ſo much deſtroyed the walls againſt which 
it was directed, that the arrangement was then made 
for aſſaulting the place on the following day, when 
the breach was reported practicable; the troops in- 
tended to be employed were ſtationed in the trenches 
early in the morning of the 4th, that no extraordinary 
movement might lead the enemy to expect Hh

which I had determined to make in the- heat of the 
day, as the time beſt calculated to enſure ſucceſs, as 
their troops would then be leaſt prepared to oppoſe 
us.

ſo that the whole of the ground once captured might 
be ſecured, and the flankers on their junction be in 
full force to follow up their ſucceſs, by an attack on 
any of the cavaliers which had not fallen in their way, 
or by aſſault on the body of the town, and the palace 
of the Sultaun. In the ſucceſs of every part of this plan 
| my warmeſt wiſhes were gratified ; the whole of the 
ramparts, and every cavalier in the fort, were, in a 
vigorous aſſault of a few hours, in the poſſeſſion of our 
troops, who were too well acquainted with the value 
of their conqueſt, to render their retaining it againſt 
the whole of Tippoo's army at all doubtful. The 
place, therefore, being fo ſecurely our own, I was not 
anxious, by an immediate attack on the palace, to 
bring on a freſh and unneceſſary ſlaughter; and indeed 
the exhauſted ſtate of the gallant flankers, rendered 
it expedient for me to halt a ſhort time before I pro- © 
ceeded to the attack of the palace, which, if Tippoo 
was in it, there was every reaſon to ſuppoſe, would be, 
if poſſible, as gallantly defended as attacked. During 
this halt, two battalions of Sepoys arriyed, and truſting 
by this time the Sultaun would ſee how fruitleſs any 
further reſiſtance muſt prove, I requeſted Major Allen, 
Deputy Quarter Maſter General, who had juſt arrived 
from camp, and who, from his knowledge of the lan- 
guage, was well qualified to execute the duty, to pro- 
ceed with a flag of truce to the palace, and offer cowl 
to Tippoo Sultaun, and every perſon in his palace, on 
his immediate and unconditional ſurrender of himſelf 
and family to me, at the ſame time informing him, if 
there was the ſmalleſt heſitation in accepting this offer, 
that an immediate aſſault on the palace would take 
place, and every man in it be put to the ſword.

Major 
Craigue, with the 2d battalion gth regiment. of Schoys, 
accompanied Major Allen, to put this threat into im- 
mediate execution, if neceflary; and I prepared the 
flankers, now a little recovered from their fatigues,

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bad teaſed on all ſides for upwards of an hour. In the 
mean time, I received intelligence from one of the pri. 
ſoners, of whom I cauſed enquiry to be made, as to the 
place where the Engliſh ſoldiers, who had been taken 
in the different aſſaults on the enemy's out-poſts during 
the ſiege, were confined ; that they had all been put to 
death about ten days before i in the moſt barbarous 
manner, by having nails driven through their ſculls. 
On this I immediately advanced with the flankers 
of the path regiment, and the light infantry and re- 
maining part of the 12th regiment ; reſolved, if cow 
had not already been granted, and the dreadful ac. 
counts of the fate of our fellow ſoldiers were con- 
firmed, to ſacrifice the tyrant to their manes. On 
reaching the palace, Major Allen came out to- me, 
and informed me he had been with Tippoo's two 
youngeſt ſons, who were ignorant where their Father 


was; but were diſpoſed to ſurrender themſelves and 
palace, on a promiſe of protection. Anxious, if poſ. 


fible, to diſcover Tippoo, who, I had been informed, 
was certainly in the palace, I heſitated to agree to 
their conditions, unleſs they would inform me e where 


their Father was, and threatened to ſearch the moſt 


fecret receſſes of the palace if he was not inſtantly 
produced; but not being able to learn from them 
Where the Sultaun was, and wiſhing to get them out 
of the fort before it was' dark, after giving them 
every aſſurance of protection and kind treatment, | 
ſent them off to you under charge of Lieutenant 
Colonel Agnew, your public Secretary, and Captain 
Marriott, your Aid de Camp, eſcorted by the light 
infantry company of His Majeſty's 33d regiment. 
The palace was then taken poſſeſſion of without op- 
poſition. I then proceeded to the ſearch of the pa- 
lace, accompanied by Lieutenant Colonel Cloſe and 
Major Allen ; taking care, however, to avoid the Ze- 
nana, round which J had poſted a ſufficient force, to 
make the Sultaun's eſcape from it impracticable. In 
the palice we found a man, who, on being ſeverely 
threatened, ſaid, that the Sultaun was killed in at-

to conduct us to the body: we accordingly proceeded 
thither; and under a ſlaughtered heap of ſeveral 
hundreds, many of whom were men of conſequence in 
his ſervice; had the pleaſure to diſcover the body of the 
Sultaun; he had been ſhot through the head and 
body, and was quite dead. I cauſed him immedi- 
ately to be put into a palanquin, and conveyed, to 
the, palace; Where the body was identified by ſome 
of the principal men, who had fallen ipto our hands, 
and by two of the eunuchs belonging to his Haram.

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EXTRACT. from the Right Honourable the GovERNOR GENE» 
ral's MINUTE in the Secret Department, dated the 12th 
of Auguft 1798. 0 
IME firſt regular authentication of the Proclamation, 
which I received, was contained in the Letter from 
Lord Macartney of 28th March, and in that from Sir Hugh 
Chriſtian of the ſame date, received on'the 18th of June, It 
could now no longer be doubted, that the Proclamation actu- 
ally had been iſſued by the Governor General of the Iſle of 
France. Whatever may have been the motives of Monſieur 
Malarric in this tranſaction, the object of Tippoo Sultaun was 
always plain and clear, although, fortunately for our intereſts, 
his ſuccefs has not yet been anſwerable to the extent of his de- 
ſign. Of the object of that deſign I ſoon poſſeſſed ample proof, 
ariſing from the beſt evidence which the nature of the caſe could 
admit. In the firſt place it appeared, by the general tenor of the 
letters from the Cape, as well as by every public account which 
had been given of the tranſaction, to be an undiſputed fact, that 
Tippoo diſpatched two Ambaſſadors to the Iſle of France, and. 
that the Proclamation in queſtion was publiſhed ſubſequent to 


| their arrival, and during their reſidence in that iſland, Theſe 


facts would perhaps have been ſufficient, without further enquiry, 
to warrant a ſtrong preſumption, that this Proclamation, pur- 
porting to declare the object of the Embaſſy, muſt have been 


. framed with the conſent and knowledge of the Ambaſſadors of 


Tippoo then on the ſpot, and muſt have correſponded with their 
inſtructions from their Sovereign, whoſe orders they would 
ſcarcely have ventured to exceed in a matter of ſuch ſerious 
conſequence as the concluſion of an alliance offenſive and de- 
ſenſiye with the French. In order, however, to obtain the 
moſt accurate information with reſpect to the circumſtances 
attending the reception of the Embaſſy, the publication of the 
Proclamation, and. the conduct of the Ambaſſadors, I examined 
upon oath fome reſpectable perſons, who were preſent in the 
Ile of France during the reſidence of the Ambaſſadors at Port 
Nord Oueſt; from the concurrent teſtimony of theſe perſons, 

ſince corroborated by intelligence from various quarters, I ob- 

tained a connected account of the whole tranſaction. 1 8 
Tippoo diſpatched two Ambaſſadors, who embarked at 
Mangalore for the Iſle of France, and arrived there at the cloſe 
of the Month of January 1798. They hoiſted Tippoo's co- 
lours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Oueſt, were re- 
ceived publicly and formally by the French Government, with 
every circumſtance of diſtinction and reſpect, and were enter- 
tained during their continuance on the Iſland at the public ex- 
pence, Previouſly to their arrival, no idea or rumour exiſted

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in the Iſland of any aid to be furniſhed to Tippoo by the 
French, or of any proſpect of a war between him and the Com- 


pany. The ſecond day after the arrival of the Ambaſladors an 
advertiſement was publiſhed of the ſame purport as the Procla- 


mation, and immediately afterwards, the Proclamation was 


fixed up in the moſt public places, and circulated through the 
Town. The Ambaſſadors (far from proteſting againſt the 
matter or ſtyle of the Proclamation) held without reſerve in the 
moſt * public manner the ſame language which it contains with 
reſpect to the offenſive war to be commenced againſt the Bri- 
tiſh poſſeſſions in India; they even ſuffered the Proclamation to 
be publicly diſtributed at the place of their reſidence. In con- 
ſequence of theſe circumſtances, an univerſal belief prevailed in 
the Iſland, that Tippoo would make an immediate attack upon 
the Britiſh poſſeſſions in India; which opinion had gained ſo 
much force, that the perſons who gave this evidence, and all 
thoſe who arrived at that period in India from the Iſle of France, 
expected to find us at war with Tippoo. The Ambaſſadors 
were preſent in the Ifland, when the French Government pro- 
ceeded to act under the Proclamation. in queſtion, and they 
aided and aſſiſted the execution of it, by making promiſes in 
the name of Tippoo for the purpoſe of inducing Recruits to 
enliſt ; they propoſed to levy men to any practicable extent, 
ſtating their powers to be unlimited with reſpect to the num- 
bers of the force to be raiſed.

The avowed purpoſe of this Froclamation is to acquaint the 
Inhabitants of the Iſland, with the propoſitions mide by Tippoo 
Sultaun through his Ambaſſadors on the ſpot. It enumerates 
hoſe propoſitions with a particularity of detail, which could 
never have been hazarded in the preſence of the Ambaſladors, if 
the facts ſtated had not been correctly true, or if the propoſi- 
tions enumerated had varied in ſubſtance from thoſe communi- 
cated by the Ambaſſadors under the orders of their Sovereign. 


But the laſt paragraph of the e ee connected with the 


conduct of the Ambaſſadors as already de cribed, eſtabliſhes in 
the cleareſt manner their participation in the whole tranſaction. 
That paragraph contains a direct reference to the Power of the 


Ambaſladors, and engages on their behalf that they fhall enter

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into certain ſtipulations, in the name of their Sovereign, with 
reſpect to the pay and final diſcharge of fuch French ſubjects as 
ſhall enliſt in his Army under the conditions of the Proclama- 


tion. The accounts which I have received from the Iſle of 
France concur in ſtating, that the Ambaſſadors openly acted 


under this part of the Proclamation, and in the name of Tippoo 


entered into engagements and ſtipulations with the Recruits 
according to the aſſurances ſpecified in the Proclamation, 
Monſieur Dubuc, now Maſter Attendant at Mangalore, ſtated 
to one of the witneſſes whom I examined, the whole ſubſtance 


of the engagements which had paſſed perſonally between him 


and the Ambaſſadors, all of which engagements referred imme- 
diately to Tippoo's intention .of commencing war upon the 
Company with. the aid of the French force, then about to be le- 
vied. It appears, from the evidence which I have collected, that 
the Ambaſſadors had not brought to the Ifle of France a ſupply 
of Treaſure ſufficient for advancing Bounty Money to the Re- 


cCruits: it was ſtated that an apprehenſion of the 5p gh Cruiz- 


ers had prevented the embarkation of Treaſure for this purpoſe, 
and no doubt was entertained, that if the Ambaſſadors had been 
better provided with money, they might have raiſed a much 
greater number of men, who refuſed to engage on the mere ſe- 


cCurity of promiſes in the name of IL ippoo, 


The Ambaſſadors, together with the force thus collected 


during the time of their miſſion in the Ifle of France, landed 


from the frigate La Preneuſe, at Mangalore, on the 26th of 
April, 1798. Accounts vary with reſpect to the exact number 
of the force landed; the moſt probable are, that it did not exceed 
two hundred perſons. Tippoo (far from manifeſting the leaſt

Seventhly. That although the ſuccour actually received by 
Tippoo Sultaun, under his offenſive alliance with the French, 
is inconſiderable, yet the tenor of the Proclamation, the propo- 
ſition made to the French Government for unlimited military 
aid, and the declarations of the Ambafiadors, prove, that it was 
the intention of Tippoo Sultaun, to receive into his ſervice the

* Although it appears, from No. 18, that the Goyernment of the Ifle 
of France did not actually enter into a formal Treaty of defenſive and 
offenſive Alliance with the Ambaſſadors, by executing regular engage- 
ments, yet they adopted the more decided meaſure of ſending all the 
troops they could raiſe, and of promiſing more for the aid of Tippoo 
Sultaun, with a view to the expreſs object of that Alliance, and with the 
fame view they diſpatched his Letters to France, aud afſured him that 
the Alliance would there be formally concluded.

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Having thus entered into offenſive and defenſive engaze.. 
ments with the enemy; having proceeded to collect, in con- 
junction with the Enemy, a force openly deſtined to act againſt 
the Poſſeſſions of the Company; having avowed through his 
public Ambaſſadors that he has completed his preparations of 
War for the expreſs purpoſe of attempting the entire ſubver- 
fon of the Britiſh Empire in India, and having declared that he 
only waits the effectual ſuccour of the French to proſecute of. 
fenſive operations, I ippoo Sultaun has, violated the Treaties of 
Peace and Friendſhip ſubſiſting between him and the Com- 
pany, and has committed an act of direct hoſtility againft the 
- Britiſh Government in India. „ . 
Before I proceed to apply the principles of the Law of Na- 
tions to the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared proper to 
- enquire, what had been the conduct of the Company towards 
him for ſome years paſt, and whether he had received any pro- 
vocation to juſtify ot to palliate his late proceedings? 
Since the concluſion of the Treaty of Seringapatam, the 
Britiſh Governments in India have uniformly aud them- _ 
| ſelves towards Tippoo Sultaun, not only with the moſt exact 
attention to the principles of moderation, juſtice, and good 
faich, but have endeavoured by every practicable means to 
conciliate his confidence, and to mitigate his vindictive 
ſpirit. Some differences have occaſionally ariſen with re- 
ſpect to the Boundaries of his Territory bordering upon the 
confines of aur Poſſeſſions on the Coaſt of Malabar ; but the 
records of all the Britiſh Governments in India will ſhew, 
that they have always manifeſted the utmoſt anxiety to promote 
the amicable adjuſtment of every doubtful or diſputed point, 
and that 'Tippoo Sultaun, has received the moſt unequivocal 
proots or the conſtant diſpoſition of the Company to acknow- 
ledge and confirm all his iuſt rights, and to remove every 
cauſe of jealouſy, which might tend to interrupt the continu- 
anze of Peace. % ¾ 
The Servants of the Company in India, have not however 
been ignorant of the implacable ſentiments of revenge, which 
he has preſerved without abatement fince the hour of his laſt 
defeat. It has always been well underſtood, that* Tippoo 
Sultaun's reſentment was not to be appeaſed by any concili- 
atory advances en our part, nor by any other means than the 
recovery of his loſt power, the diſgrace of the Britiſh Arms, 
and the ruin of the Britiſh Intereſts in India. With ſuch 
views, it was expected that he would eagerly embrace the firſt 
favourable occaſion of ſtriking a blow againſt our Poſſeſſions; 
and his intrigues at the Courts of Hydrabad and Poonah, to- 
gether with his embaſſy to Zemaun Shah, (although managed 


with ſuch a degree of caution as to avoid the appearance of di. 
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rect acts of aggreſſion) were ſufficient indications of an 
| hoſtile mind. But none of theſe circumſtances have in any 
degree affected the conduct of the Company's Servants to- 
wards him. The Correſpondence between him and the late 
Governor General, and the Letters from Bombay on the ſub- 
| jecof the Diſtrict of Wynaad, furniſh ample proofs of a ſincere 
deſire to bring that queſtion to a fair iſſue, (With the conſent 
« and knowledge of both Parties, according to the tenor of the 
5th Article of the Treaty of Seringapatam. I appeal to the 
Letter which I diſpatched to him ſoon after my arrival in 
Bengal, propoſing an amicable adjuſtment of the ſame queſ- 
tion, as well as of his recent claims upon certain parts of the 
Diſtrict of Coorga, for a teſtimony of the pacitic. ſpuit which 
has marked my firſt communication with him; although per- 
| haps a leſs mild reprefentation 8 have been juſtified by his 
unwarrantable precipitation in ſtationing a military force on 
the frontier of Coorga, before he had made any trial of the 
preſcribed and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo Sul- 
taun cannot therefore alledge even the pretext of a grievance, 
to palliate the character of his recent acts; he has indeed al- 
ledged none, but has continually profeſſed the moſt ſincere de- 
fire to maintain the relations of amity and peace with the 
Company. In his letters to Sir John Shore (written a ſhort | 
time before the return of the Myſorean Ambaſſadors from the 
Iſle of France, and received in Fort William on the 26th of 
April 1798, the day on which the French force landed at 
Mangalore) Tippoo declares, „ That his friendly heart is 
« difpoſed to pay every regard to truth and juſtice, and to 
« ſtrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord eſtabliſhed 
« between. the two States.” And he ſignifies his deſire that 
« dir John Shore would impreſs Lord Mornington with a ſenſe. 
© of the friendſhip and unanimity ſo firmly ſubſiſting between 
the two States.“ | | iT | 
This is not the language of hoſtility, nor even of diſcontent. 
From hat diſpoſition in the friendly heart of 'Tippoo theſe amica- 
ble profeſſions have proceeded, how they are connected with a re- 
gard to truth and juſtice, or calculated to ſtrengthen the founda- 
uons of harmony and concord, and to imprefs me with a ſenſe of 
the Sultaun's friendſhip, can now admit of no queſtion ; ſince it 
15 now proved, that theſe letters were written at the very mo · 
ment when Tippoo was in anxious expeQation of the hourly 
arrival of that military ſuccour, which he had ſolicited from the 
Enemy, for the expreſs purpoſe of commencing a war of ag- 
greſſion againſt the Company's poſſeſſions. N

The motive therefore of Fippoo Sultaun was no other, than

It appears highly probable, that he was. inſtigated by the 


- promiſes and exhortations of the Government of France (whoſe 
emiſſaries have reached his councils) to haſten the execution 
of a project, in which every conſideration of intereſt, and every 
ſentiment of paſſion, would induce the French to embark with 
2a degree of zeal, ardour, and rancour, not inferior to his own. 


The importance of theſe poſſeſſions to all the moſt valuable 


intereſts of Great Britain, has pointed the particular attention 
of the Goyernment of France to the deſtruction of our empire 


in India. The proſperity of our ſettlements in India has 


long been the primary and undiſguiſed object of the jealouſy 
of France, avowed by all her miniſters in every negotiation, and 
by all her rulers in every ſtage of her innumerable revolu- 
tions. Tippoo therefore might reaſonably hope, that if the 
ceſſation of hoſtilities on the continent. of Europe ſhould at any 
time enable the French Directory to turn their views to the 
diſturbange of the peace of India, ſuch an adventure would be 
amongſt the earlieſt of their operations, _ | 
The concluſion of a peace upon the continent of Europe 
may have appeared both to Tippoo and to the French, to 
ofter a favourable opportunity for the proſecution of their joint 
deſign. The premature diſcloſure of this deſign, may perhaps 
be imputed rather to the policy of M. Malartic, than to the 
imprudence of Tippoo. Whether the ſcope of that policy was to 
involve us in a war with Tippoo, or to expoſe his treachery 
to our view, is yet a matter of doubt; but, whatever circum- 
ſtances occaſioned the premature diſcloſure of the deſign, whe- 
ther the deſign was wiſely or raſhly conceived ? Whether it has 
partially ſucceeded, or entirely failed ?—are gueſtions, the ſolu- 
tion of which inno degree affects the offenſive nature of an ag- 
greſſion ſo unprovoked, and of a violation of faith ſo flagrantand 
unqualified. The hiſtory of the world ſcarcely furniſhes an in- 
Nance, in which any two powers have united in confederacy 
or alliance preciſely with the ſame motives. The party pro- 
poſing an offenſive alliance againſt the Company, cannot be 
abſolved from the conſequences of ſuch an act, by any appa- 
Tent or real indifference in the party accepting ſuch a propoſal; 
the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun therefore cannot be correct) 
eſtimated by reference to the ſuppoſed motives of Monſieur

From the application of the acknowledged principles of 
the law of nations to the facts of this caſe, I formed m) 
judgment of the rights of e and of my own du- 
ties, with reference to the aggreſſion of Tippoo.

If the conduct of T'ippoo Sultaun had been of a nature which 
could be termed ambiguous or ſuſpicious; if he had merely 
increaſed his force beyond his ordinary eftabliſhment, or had, 
ſtationed it in ſome polition on our confines, or on thoſe of our 
Allies, which might juſtify jealouſy or alarm; if he had renew- 
ed his ſecret intrigues at the Courts of Hyderabad, Poonah, and 
Cabul, or even if he had entered into any negotiation with 
France, of which the object was at all obſcure; it might be 
our duty to reſort, in the firſt inſtance, to his conſtruction of 
Kander to. which, being of a doubtful character, might admit 
of a ſatisfactory explanation.

To affect to miſunderſtand an injury or-inſult of ſuch a com- 
Fon would argue a conſciouſneſs either of weakneſs or of 
fear. No ſtate in India can miſconſtrue the conduct of Tip- 
poo, The correſpondence of our reſidents at Hyderabad and 
Poonah, ſufficiently manifeſt the conſtruction which it bears at 
both thoſe Courts; and in ſo clear and plain a caſe, our demand 
of explanation would be juſtly attributed either to a defect of 
ſpirit or of power. The reſult of ſuch a demand would there- 
fore be, the diſgrace of our character, and the diminution of our 
influence and conſideration in the eyes of our Allies and of 
every power in India. If the moment ſhould appear favour- 
able to the execution of Tippoo's declared deſign, he would 
anfyer ſuch a demand by an immediate attack; if, on the other

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hand, his preparations ſhould not be ſufficiently advanced, he 
would deny the exiſtence of his engagements with France; 
would perſiſt in his denial, until he had reaped the full benefit 
of them; and, finally, after having completed the improvement 
of his own army, and received the acceſſion of an additional 
French force, he would turn the combined ſtrength of both 
againſt e ee with an alacrity and confidence inſpired 
by our inaction, and with advantages redoubled by our delay. 
In the preſent caſe, the idea therefore of demanding explana- 
tion, mult be rejected, as being diſgraceful in its principle and 
frivolous in its object. The demand of reparation, in the ſtrict 
ſenſe of the term, cannot properly be applied to caſes of intend- 
ed injury, excepting in thoſe inſtances, where the nature of the 
reparation demanded may be eſſentially connected with ſecurity 
againſt the injurious intention. | 
Where a ſtate has unjuſtly ſeized the property, or invaded 
the territory, or violated the rights of another, reparation may 
be made, by reſtoring what has been unjuſtly taken, or by a 
ſubſequent acknowledgment of the right which has been in- 
fringed: but the cauſe of our complaint againſt Tippoo Sul- 
taun, is not, that he has ſeized a portion of our property which _ 
he might reſtore, or invaded a part of our territory which he 
might again cede, or violated a right which he might hereafter 
acknowledge; we complain, that, profeſſing the moſt amicable 
diſpoſition, bound by ſubſiſting Treaties of Peace and Friend- 
ſhip, and unprovoked by any offence on our part, he has mani- 
feſted a deſign to effect our total deſtruction; he has prepared 
the means and inſtruments of a war of extermination againſt 
us; he has ſolicited and received the aid of our inveterate 
enemy, for the declared purpoſe of annihilating our empire; 
and he only waits the arrival of a more effectual ſuccour, to 
ſtrike a blow againſt our exiſtence. | _ | 
That he has not yet received the effectual ſuccour which he 
has ſolicited, may be aſcribed either to the weakneſs of the Go- 
vernment of Mauritius, or to their want of zeal in his cauſe, 
or to. the raſhneſs and imbecility of his own councils ; but 
neither the meaſure of his hoſtility, nor of our right to reſtrain 
it, nor of our danger from it, are to be eſtimated by the amount 
of the force which he has actually obtained: for we know that 
his demands of military affiſtance were unlimited; we know 
that they were addreſſed, not merely to the Government of 
Mauritius, but to that of France; and we cannot aſcertain how 
ſoon they may be ſatisfied to the full extent of his acknowledg- 
ed expectations. This therefore is not merely the caſe of an 
injury to be repaired, but of the public ſafety to be ſecured 
againſt the preſent and future deſigns of an irreconcilable, 5

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perate and treacherous enemy. Againſt an enemy of this de- 
ſcription, no effectual ſecurity can be obtained, otherwiſe than 
by ſuch a reduction of his power, as ſhall not only defeat his 
actual preparations, but eſtabliſh a permanent Nee upon 
his future means of offence.

It is proper to remark, that the late Tippoo Sultaun, either 
with a view to denote, in the maſt conſpicuous manner, his pre- 
rentions to abſolute Sovereignty and Independance, or from the 
fuggeſtions of pride or caprice, or from thoſe motives combined, 
changed the Ara in uſe with all other Muſſulman States, and 
altered the names and dcfignations of all the Offices of Government; 
of the diviſions of Territory and terms of Revenue; of ths 
zmplements of war, and of coins, weights, and meaſures ; ſublli- 
tuting names of his own invention, = thoſe which ar in uſe in 
every other part of Hindooſtan. The Ara which he adopted, is 
preciſely the Tellingana, which commenced with the Caili- Joog ir 
Fourth incarnation of Viſhnou, according to the Mythology of the 
Hindoos.

Conſidering yourſelyes. fortunate in obtaining ſo impor» 
tant an employment, let your conduct be conformable to the 
commands of God and of his Meſſenger; and keeping en- 
graved on your minds the engagement to which you bound 
yourſelves in the Akſah Moſque, make them the rule of your 
actions upon all occaſions.— According to the ſacred writings, 
« Be obedient to God and to his Meſſenger, and to thoſe to 
* whom obedience is due by you.“ To obey a Prince of the 
Faith, is a Duty To fulfil this duty of obedience, Four 
things, the initial letter of which is Z, muſt not be coveted, 
viz, Zunn, { Women) Leeſt, ( Hxiſtence) Zurr, ( Money,) and 
Zemeen, ( Land.)

Formerly, when a French force arrived 
in my Dominions, I fulfilled every article which the obligations 
of friendſhip impoſed upon me.— The ſhameleſs, thieving, rob- 
bing Engliſh, of themſelves . incompetent, leagued with the 
Mahrattas and the Mogul (the Nizam) and accompanied by 
them, attacked me in every quarter. —At the very height of the 
war with the Engliſh, Coſſigny, who had come to me through 
the intervention of Monf. Buſſy, was, at his inftance, induced to 
abandon me; and Lally, who was in the ſervice of the Sirkar, 
after embezzljng large ſums of money, prepared to withdraw | 
himſelf. — This circumſtance coming to my knowledge, I im- 
poſed my commands upon him, and he, in conſequence, was 
withheld from departing. Notwithſtanding the union ſubſiſt- 
ing between me and the French, the Commander of the French 
troops abandoned me: In conſequence of which they (i. e. the 

" Engliſh and their Allies) forced me to make Peace, and wreſted 
from the Khoodadaud Sirkar Thirty Lacks of Rupees in Spe- 
cie, and the half of my fineſt Provinces, and * the whole 
among them, What has happened, has happened; hencefor- 
ward it muſt not be ſo: Hereafter, when War ſhall be declared 
againſt your Enemies, or Peace be concluded, you muſt act, in 
. 5 ele reſpects, under my orders, accorging to the pleaſure of my 
Government and my People, One point of a particular nature, 
and that muſt not be forgotten, is this: I and my People are 
ignorant of the laws and cuſtoms of the French: Nation, and the 
latter are equally unacquainted with thoſe of my.Sirkar—ſhould 
any of the ſubjects of my Sirkar, or of the French Nation, 
commit any irregularity, he muſt be reprimanded, and the ad- 
Juitment of ſuch caſes, as they occur, is adviſeable, in order that 
no interruption may take place in the friendſhip of the Parties. 
lt is announced to the E Jars of the French Nation, that in 
the ſeaſon of War, they are to be under the orders of the Sirkar 
x=this is a point which the French Nation and the French Sir- 
gars will, no doubt, approve; for the cuſtoms and mode of 
warfarg in this Country are diſtinct. —A favourable opportu- 
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nity now preſents itſelf, and I therefore now communicate to 
my friends, the objects which I have at heart—If" you ſhall 
concur in them, not an individual, not a trace of the iniquitous | 
Englith ſhall remain in the expanſe of Hindoſtan.—If, at this 
time, 2 body of your regular Europeans, and free negroes | 
{literally your new Brothers) whom you have with you, arrive,

attachment to the French Nation.—I have retained Citizen 
| Frangois Ripaud ; through him I ſhall be made acquainted with 
the contents of any letters you may write, and through him I 
ſhall write anſwers.

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On Sunday the 17th of Zaukree 1225 of the Birth of Mo- 


hummed (5th December 1797) we embarkedRipaud occa- 


ſioned the delay of a day or two in adjuſting the equipments of 

the Veſſel, Ke. On the 19th, 'we * anchor. After 
proceeding five or fix Coſs ® to ſea, Ripaud, accompanied 

by five or ſix perſons, came up to us in a very diſorderly man- 

ner, deſiring us to ſhew them the letters which had been en- 

truſted to us for the Sirdars (or Chiefs) at the Mauritius - we 

obſerved, that our orders from the Preſence were, not to open 

the diſpatches until our arrival there, and that it was not be- 
coming in him (Ripaud) who had laid the foundation of the 

preſent expedition, and who was acquainted with all cir- 

cumſtances, to take ſuch ſtep.— All our perſuaſions were of 
no avail; he took the diſpatches from us by force, and tear- 
ing open the leathern envelope, wanted to open the Theree- 
tahs r alſo-we told him that he would be diſgraced, and his 
improper proceedings be expoſed ene de, whole nation, (ad- 
ding) that it was highly unbecoming in him to be guilty of ſuch 
a degree of treachery and miſconduct: That until our arrival 
at the Mauritius, we reſpected theſe Khereetahs as our own 
lives, and that we would ſacrifice our lives, but we would do 
with theſe Khereetahs as we had been directed by the Preſence. 
pon this, he reſtored them to us. The next day he came 
to us, and defired that we would make over to him the Money 
which had been given to us by the Preſence, for him and his 
French aſſociates, elſe (ſaid he) I will go to Umbajee (mean 
ing perhaps towards Bombay) and other quarters, for plunder, 
and will coaſt it for five or fix months We anſwered; « You 
« know very well, that the Money which his Highneſs aſſigned 
4 for our expences was entruſted to us in your preſence, by Shaik 
« Ahmud, Mullik-00-'Toojar ; knowing and ſeeing this, it is very 
“ unbecoming in you to make this requeſt.— Refuge of the 
„World, Health!“ He aſſigned for our accommodation the 
place where the Laſcars are; there was no place for us to ſleep 
or to ſit in our inconvenienciĩes increaſed daily; at laſt we 
deſired Ripaud to allot- ſome place for us to remain in until our 
arrival at the Mauritius; upon which he gave us a ſmall Doney 
{Boat ) which was on the veſſel, to ſleep and eat in, until our 
arrival at the Iſland.— From the day of our leaving Mangalore 
until our arrival at Mauritius, he allowed us not more (water } 
than what he allowed the Laſcars, and which only ſufficed for 


drinking, it was not enough for cooking. In the courſe of the 5 


voyage he took two veſlels; after taking the cargo out he re- 
leaſed them.—After ten or twelve days we ſteered directly for 
24 Cofs is uſually reckoned equal to about two miles Engliſh.

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the Mauritius. Ripaud ſent a meſſage to me *, propoſing to 
recite to us the commands; which your Highneſs had entruſted 
to him, reſpecting the negotiations with the Sirdars of the 

Mauritius; that we ſhould take down a Tranſlation of them, 

and make our repreſeatations accordingly at the Ifland. We 
replied, that the Shaik Ahmud, Mullik-oo- Toojar, had com- 
municated to us in his (Ripaud's) preſence, orders to this 
effect; that whatever he (Ripaud) ſhould dictate to us or tell 
us, we ſhould make our repreſentations accordingly to the Sir- 
dars above-mentioned, through the medium of Monſieur De 
Bay. Ripaud brought ſeveral papers to us, and dictating to 
De Bay, cauſed him to write ſeveral Articles; which being 
done; he ſaid, that they were in conformity to the orders of the 
Preſence, and deſired that we would regulate our negotiations 


accordingly. It is impoſſible to deſcribe the diſtreſs we ſuffered 


from the. rain, and the motion of the waves of the ſea. How- 
ever, by the favour of God and your Majeſty's auſpices, we 
ſurvived, and on Thurſday the 3d of the Month «gage I9th 
January 1798) being arrived within two coſs of the Mauri- 
_ tiusz a pilot came off in a hoat to learn the circumſtances of the 
Ship. He came on board, and Ripaud received him with a 
great deal of cordiality he told him that We were Ambaſſa- 
dors ſent by your Highneſs to the Sirdars of the Mauritius, and 
deſired that he would fend ſome one (on hors) to giye notice. 
Tbe Pilot immediately ſent a Laſcar with a verbal meſſage to 

the General; and in two or three hours after a Phyſician 
_ came to aſcertain the people's health on board the ſhip. He 
ſent for all the men who were on board the veſſel, and enquired 
into the ſtate of every man's health; he then came up to us, 
and made a ſalam (or obeiſance) and told us, that he would im- 
mediately ſend notice to the General of our arriyal; we deſired 
him to allot ſome place for our accommodation on ſhore, and 
enable us to diſembark, adding, that in a day or two after we 
would commence our interviews with the Sirdars; requeſting 
that our arrival might not be made known to any one (eg.) 
The Phyſician, after remaining an hour, returned to the Sir- 
dars, and before two hours had: elapſed, ferit four perſons of 
rank with a verbal meſſage, ſtating, that he was extremely 
happy at our arrival, and that he would ſend: for us the next 
day we replied, by requeſting that he would fend for us clan- 
deſtinely, fo that it ſhould be known to no one; they replied,

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that it was very well, they would report accordingly to the 
General, and act agreeably to ſuch orders as he might give 
after this they went away. In the mean time Ripaud carried 
the Ship near to the land, and dropping the anchor in the mouth 
of the River, immediately went to the General, At twelve: 
o'clock at night he came on board again, and told us that he 
had repreſented every thing to the General before his return 
however, five or ſix Sirdars and two Aids de Camp of General 
Malartic's, came to us on board the veſſel, and told us that they 
muſt conform to the cuſtom of their Nation, and that if they 
did not receive your Highneſs's Ambaſſadors with due reſpe 
and attention, they would be cenſured from home. We uſed 
every . ee in our power to diſſuade them, but to no pur- 
poſe. The next day the ſoldiers were drawn up in two lines, 
from the bank of the river to General Malartic's houſe, by 
General Malartic's directions, who ſent ſeveral Officers in his 


own boat to meet us, and conduct us to his houſe - accordingly 


we went on ſhore in the boat; and immediately upon our land- 
ing near a hundred and fifty guns were fired, and we were con- 
ducted with the utmoſt degree of reſpect to the Sirdars When 
arrived at General Malartic's houſe, the General himſelf, Ge- 
neral Sercey, the Members of Council *, and other Sirdars, 
met us at the door of the houſe, The General ſeated us upon 


chairs cloſe at his right hand. We preſented your Highneſs s 


Compliments to all the Sirdars, and told them that the object of 
our coming was to enquire after the health of your Majeſty's 
friends, as no news of them had reached the Preſence for ſeveral 
years, and therefore your Majeſty had deputed us to all the Sir- 
dars, that we might aſcertain and return with an account of the 
welfare of your Majeſty's friends. l | then took the Khereetas, 
containing your Majeſty's letters, in my hands, roſe from my 
feat, and addrefling the Sirdars, told them that they muſt take 
the Royal Letters with reſpect. Upon this General Malartie 
aroſe, and taking off his hat, received the letters from my hands. 
In the ſame manner General Sercey roſe ftom his place, and 
came up to me, and then I delivered to him his letter alſo.— 
General Mangalon was not then preſent, but General Malar- 
tic told us that if we would deliver to him your Highneſs's let 
ter to General Mangalon, he would take care to convey it to 
him, and obtain his receipt for it. We accordingly delivered 
the auguſt Letter into the hands of General Malartic. I aſter- 
wards enquired who was the Prefident of the Council Ma- 
lartic deſired Monſieur Des Combres to riſe and take the let - 
ters.

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after bur arrival, he came to the Aſſembly, and holding his hat 


under his arm, ſtood at a diſtance. We told General Malartic 
that Monſieur De Bay had been ſent from the Prefence to be 
dhe Interpreter between him ( Malartic) and us, in any nego- 
tiations which might take place between us; in conſequencè of 
which, he called De Bay to him, and obſerved to him, that in 
your Highneſs's Letter, Yooſuf Alli was mentioned (as the 
perſon deputed) whereas our names were Huſſun Alli and Shaik 
Ibrahim, and deſired to know the reaſon of this ? This being 


explained to us by De Bay, I anſwered, that Meer Yooſuf All; 
had been originally appointed, but —_ laid up with illneſs, he 


had been ſet aſide, and your Highneſs had deputed us inſftead— 
we then told General Malartic that we had ſeveral points of a 
{ſecret nature to communicate to him, and therefore, if he would 
ſend for us in private, we would communicate to him what your 
Highneſs had directed. General  Malartic anſwered, -« At 
« 3 o'clock we two * Sirdars will viſit you at your place of 
Erefidencez? we then took leave. General Malartic provided 
us both with Palanquins, and directed the Bearers to remain 
with us as long as we continued on the Iſland, and he gave us 
a garden cloſe to the city to reſide in. At 3 o'clock all the 


Sirdars above- mentioned viſited us—we went to meet them as 


far as the garden gate, and conducted them into the houſe with 
all due ceremony and reſpect. We ſeated them upon chairs, 
and addreffed them to this effect: ( The object of our King in 
« deſiring to form an Alliance with the French Republic, is 
to an our already half-expiring enemy what do you wait 
1 for? His Majeſty is ready to afford you ſuccours; ſhew 

. yourſelves in India. The unbounded violence and opprei-

The Sirdars aſked, if an auxiliary force ſhould be furniſhed | 
from Europe, would your Highneſs ſupply them with Proviſions, 
Military Stores, Conveyance, and Carriage? We anſwered, 
That from the day of the landing of the French Army in India, 
your Highneſs would ſupply them with Proviſions; that is to 
ſay, Rice, Meat of every kind, and Ghee {excepting however 
European Liquors) Military Stores, Conveyance, and Car- 
rage. They then told us, That for the purpoſe of procuring 
a large Military Force, they would fit out two Ships of War, 
and diſpatch them with letters from themſelves, together with 
your Highneſs's letters addrefled to them four, in charge of two 
confidential perſons: of rank, to France; and they deſired that 
we would give them a Memorandum of the proviſions and car- 
rage which we had promiſed them, in order that they might 
forward it to Europe, and ſpeedily obtain the military ſuccours 
required, We replied, That we would the next day furniſn 
them with the memorandum accordingly. They then roſe and 
went home. In the morning they ſent the Head Aid-de- 
Camp and Dean +, to us; who faid 
that General Malartic ſent his compliments, and deſired him to 
mention, that he and the other three Sirdars were about to 
write letters to the Government in Europe, and therefore he 


tequeſted, that we would furniſh him with the Memorandum 


which we had promiſed, with reſpect to - proviſions and car- 
rage. Having accordingly drawn up a Memorandum with 

regard to proviſionsꝰ and carriage, we ſent it by Monſ. De Bay 
to General Malartic. Cheriſher of the World, Health! — 
Theſe four Sirdars have each written ſeparate letters to diffe- 
rent people, to procure a large force for the aſſiſtance of the 
dirkar, and have deputed two confidential perſons, one Monſ.t 
— the Head Aid-de-Camp, the other Monſ. Magon, a 
Captain, in order to repreſent the exceſs of your Highneſs's 
triendſhip and attachment, and charged with your Highneſs's 
letters addreſſed to General Malartic, &c. And accordingly 
on the 7th of Rauzee 1225 of the birth of Mahommed, (234 
January 1798) they were diſpatched to Europe, on two ſhips 
of war, with the utmoſt caution. After two or three days, 


with a view to ſtrengthen. the foundations of friendſhip and at- 


tachment, we cauſed a paper to be dran up by Monſieur De 
Bay, to the following purpoſe, and ſent it to General Malartic 3 |

_ "quence of which he immediately ſent-two of the firſt Phyſicians 
to attend me, with a meſſage, that on the next day, at three 
'o'clock, he would come himſelf to viſit me. The following 
da General Malartic came accordingly; and after making en- 
quiries reſpecting my health, he ſaid that Ripaud had made an 
' erroneous repreſentation to your Highneſs, which occatoned 
us to be deputed, That had we arrived four months before, be 
could have ſent us back with One Thouſand Europeans, until the 
arrival of the army from Europe, but that thaſe troops had nw 
been diſpatched to Batavia, to the afſiflance” of the Dutch ; itil 
however he would manifeft his devotion in the beſt manner he 
could, and that he would not ſend us away empty-handed.— 
He then aſked in what places your Highneſs had factories eſta- 
bliſhed, and what was the practice of the Sirkar with reſpect 
to the eſtabliſhment of factories? and deſired us to fend a me- 
morandum on the ſubject. The next day we cauſed De Bay 
to draw up a reply to the following effect, which we ſent to 
General Malartic; viz. «„ That your Highneſs had eſtabliſheo 
factories at Muſcat, at Kutch, at Bufſora, and in other princi- 
pal cities; that two confidential perſons were kept at each 
factory to buy and ſell; and that if he ¶ Malartic) were willing 
that a factory on the part of your Highneſs ſhould be eſtabliſhed 
at the Mauritius, we would repreſent it to your Highneſs; and 
that if you approved, a factory ſhould be eſtabliſhed accord- 
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we would go and ſee the garden, with the plants

General immediately ſent for the Gardener, and directed him 


to prepare the plants in the boxes with the utmoſt expedition. 


At three o'clock we received a viſit from General Sercey. We 


advanced to meet him, conducted him into the houſe, and 
ſeated him on a chair. General Sercey ſaid to us, That, pleaſe 
God, ſome large ſaccours would very ſoon arrive from Europe, 
and that it was his intention to aecompany the troops to your 
Highneſs. After that, we told him, That it would be very 


defirable if he could ſend back with us five or ſix experienced 


Navigators, ſeveral Ship Builders, and Iron Cannon Founders; 
to which General Sercey agreed, promiſing to ſend them with 
us on our return. After ſitting two hours, he roſe. After 
this, General Malartic ſent a meflage by his Dewan, inviting 


us the following morning to ſee the powder mills, gardens, 


and mortar firing; adding, that he ſhould be at the Powder 
Works before us. Wong re morning, accompanied by 
De Pay, we werſt to the Powder Works, and immediately on 


our alighting from our palanquins at the gate, we were faluted 


with twenty-one guns. The ſoldiers were drawn out in two 
ranks, while ſeveral Officers came out to meet us, and con- 


ducted us to General Malartic and General Sercey, who met us 
at the head ef the ſtairs, and taking our hands, ſeated us upon 


chairs, and then offered, if we choſe, to go with us and ſhew- 


us the works. We anſwered, that it was juſt as they pleaſed; 
their pleaſure was ours. They immediately roſe, and ſhewed 


us all the works. We then went without the gates, where 


they directed the artillery-men to fire the mortars at the tar- 


gets, which they did fifteen times. They then requeſted that

again faluted with 'twenty-one guns. We then proceeded to 
the garden, where we remained ſour hours, and then returned 


home. — The next day General Malartic ſent to inufte us to go

upper ſtory at that time both the Generals were not preſent. 
_ Having fat till nine o'clock at night, and ſeen. the fire. wor ks, 
we returned home. Two or three days afterwards they invited 
us to go and ſee the Armoury, the Moody-Khauna *, and the 
Iron Manufactory, deſiring that we would come for that pur- 
poſe at four hours after day-light. We accordingly ſet out, 
nnd on our arrival at the gate of the Armoury, the Sirdars be- 
longing to the eſtabliſhment came out to meet us; they ſhewed 

us the whole of the effabliſhment of muſkets, implements of 
wat, balls; &c, &c. after which we took our leave. The next 
day General Malartic ſent a verbal meſſage by... . . .,. 
_ Dewanz inviting us to go, at three -o'clock in the . afternoon, 
to ſee the Batteries and Ordnance. The perſon in command 
of them received directions to ſhew them to us; and we ac- 
cordingly ſet out, accompanied by Monſ. De Bay, and when 
arrived at the Batteries, the Sirdars of that department came 
forward, and ſhewed us the Batteries and Ordnance: they 
cauſed ſeveral ſhots to be fired. After ſeeing them all, we 
took leave of thoſe Sirdars, and returned home. The next 
day we were informed by Des Combres and the Dewan, that 
General Malartic had ſent a Ship to Bourbon, to fetch men 
for the ſervice of the Sirkar; and that the General faid 


due would not ſuffer us to take leave until the return of 


the ſhip We told them, that we were not come to 
carry away with us men to be enliſted for the fervice of the 
Sirkar (in other words, Recruits) nor were ſuch the orders 
we received from the Preſence. Five or fix days after, Ge- 


neral Malartic ſent a man to call us He told us, that he had 


appointed ſome men for the ſervice of the Sirkar, whom he 
- was about to ſend accordingly; and deſired. us to give it under 
our hands, that we would repreſent to the Preſence, and pro- 
cure their entertainment at the rate of pay which, he ſhould fix. 
_ We informed him, that we could not venture to make uy 
ſuch repreſentation to the Preſence. General Malattic repliccy 
« Were I to write to the Preſence, would it not be agreed to?” 
We anſwered, that if he choſe to write, it would be at your 
_ Highneſs's option to agree to it or not. After this we took 
leave. Being arrived at home, we wrote and ſent a letter

On being informed of this, General Malartic 
ſent word to us, that he propoſed in the courſe of five or fix 
days to ſend us to Bourbon; that as many men as were willing 
to accompany us, we might carry to your Highneſs. General 
Mangalon paying us a viſit, we ſtated to him that it would be 
very defirable- if he would accompany the troops deſtined for 
the ſervice of the State—to which he replied, that when a con. 
 fiderable force ſhould arrive from Europe for the purpoſe of 
ſubduing the Enemy, he would accompany it to the Preſence, 
and he defired that we would repreſent ſo to your Highneſs, 
After fitting two hours, he took leave.

Accordingly, the next 
day, being Thurſday the 21ſt of Rubbaunee 1225 (8th March

leave.—An hour after, General Malartic, Monſ. Chapuis, and 
Monſ.

He then gave orders for weighing anchor, and returned as foon 
as General Malartic had got on board the boat— the Captain 
of the ſhip ordered the anchor to be hove; and in one day and 
a night we arrived at Bourbon, where we anchored, Monſ.

The firſt time 
he came, he ſaid, that General Malartic and the other Chiefs 
had ſhewn great diſpleaſure and anger towards him, aſking him 
Why he had, by a falſe repreſentation to the Preſence, brought 
us there? Ripaud aſked us to give him an inſtrument in writ- 
ing, purporting that he had not, by ſpeaking to your Highneſs, 
been the means of bringing us; for that Monſieur Munderool 
Moneron) had at a former period made a repreſentation to the 
Preſence, recommending that your Highnes ſhould _— :

The land of Mauritius is in length 60 Coſs, and 40 Coſs 
in breadth—The City is ſituated at the foot of a Hill. 
The following particulars were aſcertained from * 
A Daniſh Ship had arrived at Mauritius, with Letters from 
Paris All the Chiefs of the Council of Mauritius being aſ- 
ſembled, and having read the Letters, remained during one day 
overwhelmed with fear and anxiety. We enquired of * * * 
why. all the Gentlemen had remained a whole day in conſter- 
nation? He replied, that after the French King was killed, a 
new ſyſtem had been eſtabliſhed: That there were * five 
Chiefs of the firſt order: that there was a Council of Ancients 
conſiſting of 250, and a third order of young Men, whoſe num- 
ber amounted to 500: that theſe Chiefs, conſulting together, 
conduct the affairs of the ſtate; that the Germans had made 
Peace with the French, but that the Engliſh having bribed the 
former with Millions of Money, had feparated them 7755 Ti 
Meaning the Directory. . 
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French, and brought them over to their own Party: that 
through the means of the Germans, they had alſo brought over 
to their intereſts two of the Chiefs of the firſt order (the Direc- 
zory) and a great number of thoſe of the ſecond and third or- 


ders: and that they ſecretly determined to bring about a Peace 


between the French and Engliſh ; that this being diſcovered 
by the other Chiefs who were not engaged in the intrigues of 
the latter Nation, they thereon aſked the Chiefs who were in the 
intereſt of the Engliſh, for what reaſon they were intriguing to 
accompliſh a Peace with that Nation ? They replied, that they 
had been ſeduced into this error by the inſtigation and artifice of 
the Germans: They in conſequence put all theſe French 
Chiefs, the partizans of the En liſh, into cloſe confinement, and 
appointed 5,000 Horſe as a Guard for the cuſtody of them. 
The Engliſh Vakeels (Agents or Ambaſſadors) who had come 
to favour the ſcheme, took to flight“; that in conſequence of this 
circumſtance, a miſunderſtanding had again ariſen between the 
Germans and the French, and that Peace at this time could by 
no means be eſtabliſhed between the French and Engliſh. This 
account was a matter of public notoriety at the Mauritius. | 
The French declare to the Engliſh, that Peace can be eſ- 
tabliſhed with them only on condition, that they ſhould be con- 
tent to be placed in the ſame ſituation that they were in forty 
ears ago: that on thoſe terms they certainly might have Peace. 


The Engliſh are reduced to the greateſt difficulties and diſtreſs : _ 


they are burthened with an enormous debt, and there is no 
money in their country: how long will they be able to ſubſiſt 
on the reſources which they draw from Bengal, and elſewhere ? 
There being ſo much reaſon to believe, that the Engliſh are in 
a weak and ſhattered condition, the kings of Conſtantinople, of 
America, Spain, Holland, Denmark, and Portugal, have united 
wy the French, and their Vakeels ( Ambaſſadors) are aſſembled

We having aſcertained all the foregoing particulars, by en- 
quiry at different places, have repreſented them to the Preſence 
to the beſt of our ability. To add more, were to tranſgreſs the 
bounds of reſpect. We truſt that we ſhall be honoured with the 
kindneſs and favour of your Highnels. 


CHAPTER VIII. We remained at Mauritius one month 
and eighteen days, and having embarked from thence on a ſhip 
on the 19th of Rubanny, the year Sauz 1225 from the birth of 
Mohummud (anſwering to the 7th ef March, 17 8) we ar- 
rived in ſafety at Courial. We embarked at the Mauritius on

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Thurſday, in the evening. General Malartic, and all the Chiefs, 
came on board to ſee us, and delivered into our hands the let- 
ters for the Preſence : they urged the Captain, very ſtrongly, to 
do every thing to promote our eaſe and contentment, and told 
him to carry us to Couriaul: the General then, addreſſing him- 
ſelf to us, obſerved, that the perſons who had formerly come on 
the part of your Highneſs, had carried off a great deal of money 
on falſe pretences ; that they had expended large ſums without 
effecting any thing : that he had, therefore, ſent General 
Chapuy for the purpoſe of remaining at the Preſence ;. allo Ge- 
neral > OY for ſuperintending naval affairs; and Monſ. Des 
Moulins, for the purpoſe of diſciplining the troops: that he had, 

In addition to theſe, ſent Sailors, Gunners, and others, to ac 
company them. He mentioned theſe particulars verbally; and 
obſerved, that the remaining circumſtances would appear from 
his letter to the Preſence.— Lhereon all the guns of the ſhip, 
and of the other ſhips, having been fired, the General returned 
to his houſe, and the anchor of the ſhip being weighed, we 
proceeded towards Couriaul; having taken on board ſome per- 

ns at Bourbon, we proceeded ſtraight to Couriaul. 

The ſhip on which we were, arriving near the Lacadives, 
took a Patamar, in which there were ſome Malabar Men; and 
we aſked from whence they came ? they ſaid from Cannanore : 
We aſked what news there was from Tellicherry, and whether 
there were any Engliſh ſhips there or not? they replied, That 
there were two ſhips there ®.—Immediately on hearing this 

news, the Patamar was releaſed, and the ſhip was ſteered towards 
Tellichery. Every body however objected : obſerving, that as 
the Vakeels were on board, it would be improper to go to Tel- 
lichery for the purpofe of fighting. The Captain of the ſhip 
replied, that after receiving accounts of the Englith ſhips, ſhould 
| he not go in queſt of them, he ſhould be highly culpable, and 
deſerve to be put to death: he would, therefore, by no means

Accordingly, on Friday the 3d Behary of the year Shadaub, 
1226 from the birth of Mobummyd (anſwering ig the 19th of 
April, 1791) we arrived at Tellicherry, and found one ſhip at 
anchor there. Near the evening another ſhip had come into the 
Road of Tellicherry, when, on a ſudden, a violent ſtorm arofe, 

and the lightning ſtriking the ſhip ſhe was daſhed to pieces on 
the ſhore—one man was killed by a ſtroke of the lightning, and

At this time another Engliſh ſhip; which had come from 
Bombay, made her appearance, and, entering the Roads of the 
port, came to an anchor.

Paſſing by the fort and battery, the two prizes and our own. 
ſhip, were anchored in the river (or ſea). The number of the 
Priſoners, Chiefs and others, taken in the prizes, amounted 0 
about 500 Europeans. Having put our own men on board 
their ſhips, we confined their crews on board our own-ſhip, @_ 
In the morning, a Sirdar (or Chief) came on board our ſhip 
from Tellicherry, and a French Sirdar ſet off for Tellicherry. 
What conferences were held by them, or what arrangement they 
made, we did not aſcertain: ſome few of the Engliſh were de- 
tained, and the remainder were ſet at liberty. Both the prizes 
were diſpatched to the iſland of Mauritius. We heard that the 
two ſhips were worth Five Lacs of Rupees, and that the goods, 
money, effects, and different articles, were valued at five lacs. 
The remaining perſons having been ſeat off to Tellicherry, the 
next day we weighed anchor and purſued the route to Couriaul, 
At this time a two-maſted ſhip hove in fight, and we went in. 
Having come up with her, we aſked what ſhip it was? they re- 
plied, Tippoo Sultaun's. Under whoſe charge? they ſaid, 
That ſhe was under an Aſſoff (or Officor) named Shaikh 
Shahaub- ud-deen. The people of the ſhip further mentioned, 
that ſhe had failed for Muſcat, and having been driven back from 
thence by a ſtorm, they had repaired to this quarter. The 
Mate and Nakhooda (Captain or Pilot) of the ſhip, had on 
board three thouſand bags of Rice, and there was alſo a littie 
Black Pepper. The French Captain was deſirous of ſending 
the ſhip to the Mauritius ; but we repreſented to him, that the 
thip had come there in conſequence of a ſtorm, and that it was 
not at all proper to ſend. her to the Mauritius, ſince ſhe in fact 
belonged to the Khoodadaud Sirkar. The Captain obſerved, 
if this ſhip belonged to the Sirkar, why had ſhe come to Telli- 
cherry for the purpoſe of ſelling Rice?

out provocation, carried on a long and ſevere war againſt me. 
When my foes became too powerful for me, my people re- 
folved, that, placing their hope in God, they muſt oppoſe 
themſelves in a maſs in the field of battle, and then the Lord's 
will be done. — The people were afterwards ſpoken to, on my 

part to this effect that the French were my ancient Friends, 
and that this diſturbance was owing to my connexion with them. 
That it was, for the preſent, neceſſary to come to an accom- 
modation, according to the pleaſure of my enemies, and then 

inform my old friends, the Freneh, who would, no doubt, 

join me in taking meaſures to obtain redreſs, by furniſhing 

me with troops, and granting me their alliance.—In conſe- 
quence I yielded, in conformity to the Requiſition of my ene- 
mies, three Crores and Thirty Lacks of Rupees, and the beſt and

the Engliſh for that outrage. It has indeed long been my 
deſign to ſtate this affair to the French, and profecute my re- 
venge.

- THE unbecility and ruinous condition of the Kingdom of 
Delhi, are more obvious than the ſun As, therefore, Delhi, 
which is one of the ſeats of Government of the Mahomedan 
Faith, has been reduced to this ſtate of ruin, fo that the infidels 
altogether prevail, it is become proper and incumbent: upon 
the leaders of the faithful, that, uniting together, they exter- 
minate the infidels.

With reſpe& to what your Highneſs wrote, of the invaſion 
of the venerated Land of Egypt by the devoted French, by trea- 


chery and deceit, notwithſtanding the obſervance of long-ſub- 
lifting friendſhip on the part of your Highneſs —The objects of

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that irreligious, turbulent people ; the determination of the 
Ottoman Porte to employ the moſt vigorous meaſures to repel 
that rebellious race; of my affiiting and joining my brethren 
Muſſelmans in the general cauſe of Religion, and defending 
the regions of Hindoſtan from the machinations of this enemy; 
that I would communicate to your Highneſs whatever ſubject 
of complaint I might have againſt the Engliſh, when, by the aid 
of God and your Highneſs's good offices, thoſe complaints 
ſhould be removed to my ſatis faction, and the grounds of oppo- 
fition and eſtrangement be exchanged for the deſirable objects 
of harmony and union— This, which your Highneſs did me 
the honour to write, has been underitood, 


By the favour of God, and the benevolence of the Prophet, 
all the followers of the Faith hold fraternity in Religion : par. 
- ticularly the exalted Ottoman State and the Khoodadaud Sirkar 
(between which, regard and attachment are eſtabliſhed firmly 
as columns, and of which friendſhip and union, repeated tokens 
have been interchanged) are aiding and aſſiſting each other.— 
As this Labourer in the way of the Lord, is a brother in the 
faith, is obedient to your Highneſs's all powerful will, and does 
not conceive any difference to exiſt between us; I beg you will 
communicate to me what your Highneſs's exalted mind con- 
ceives will be conducive to the welfare and intereſts of the fol- 
lowers of the faith. As the French have made themſelves your 
Highneſs's enemies, they have made themſelves ſo to all the 
\ followers of the Faith God is the protector and defender of 
the Land of Hindoſtan; next to him, this Suppliant at the 
Almighty TI hrone, does not and will not neglect the defence 
and ſervice of the Pdople. I am fully confident that your High- 
neſs will be d:{poſed to afford your aftiſtance and ſupport, in all 
matters, to us Labourers. All gdindoftan is over-run with In— 
fidels and Polytheiits, excepting the dominions of the Khooda— 
daud Sirkar, which like the Ark of Noah are fafe under the 
protection and bounteous aid of God. It is my hope, from the ſu- 
premeKing of kings, that as at the appearance of a ſecond Adam, 
the religion of Iſlaum will obtain excluſive prevalence over the 
hole Country of Hindoſtan, and that all the ſinful Heretics 
will with the utmoſt caſe become the prey of the ſwords of thc 
combatants in the cauſe of Religion —Be it known to thoſe 
who ſtand at the foot of the Imperial I hrone, that the trea- 
chery, deceit, and ſupremacy of the Chriſtians in the regions 
of Hindoſtan, are beyond the power of expreſſion. A ſum- 
mary elucidation of this, will bz: found as follows: 


A perſon, by name Da-ood Khaun, an Afghaun, was ap- 
' POiated to the Soobadarry of Arcot, on the pait of the Em- 
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peror of Delhi. About that time, the French and Engliſh, 
each with one of their deteſt ed ſhips, and a few Kaufers ( Infi- 
d:ls) on board, came to the coaſt, expreſsly for the purpoſe of 
trade; bringing with them ſome of the products of their coun- 
try, ſuch as Kiuves, ſciſſars, needles, china and glaſs-ware, for 
ſale. After preſenting ſeveral articles to the deluded Soobadar, 
as a Nuzzer (or offering, expreſſive of ſubmiſſion ) they requeſted 
the grant of a ſpot of ground, ſufficient for a ſingle houte, for 
their reſidence, in order that they might import the products of 
Europe, paying the proper duties, and there remain with a 
dozen of their people. The Soobadar complied with their re- 
queſt ; and there the Engliſh reſided for ſome time. 


It happened, that the exalted Firmaun of Behaudur Shah, 
Son of Aulumgeer, Emperor of Shahjehaun-abaud (Delhi) 
addreſſed to Da-ood Khaun, arrived, directing him to leave 
a truſty Dewan ( Manager) in Arcot, and repair himſelf to 
the Preſence. In conformity to the Emperor's ſummons, 
Da-ood Khaun repaired to Delhi, leaving Saadut oolla Khaun 
2s his deputy. Owing to the negligence and folly of the mi- 
niſters at Dehli, Saadut-oolla Kaun became a traitor, and 
uſurped the dominion of the country. About that period, 
the Englith and the French applied to the Soobadar for the 
rant of a little ground round abcut their houſes; to which 
the Soobadar, from his want of foreſight, and from his in- 
nate folly, conſented; and accordingly granted them the 
ground which they aſked. After this, both theſe nations 
erected ſmall forts, and ſtationed about a hundred men to gar- 
riſon them, (verſes) © Where a country is abandoned by its 
prince, every village becomes a principality.” The relations 
and followers of Saadut-oolla Khaun, each took poſſeſſion of 
Taalooks (dijtri&5) and erccting for:reiies, eſtabliſned their 
abode. At the fame time, the French and Engliſh, taking 
with them ſome of the products of Europe, repaired to 
the diſtricts of the relations and followers of Saadut-oolla 
Khaun, and contracted frienathip with them; and under 
this cover, obtaining a complete inſight into their characters, 
their mode of lieing, the ſtructure. of their forts, the admi- 
niſtration of their territories, and the condition of their forces, 
they entertained from four to five hundred men of that countr 
and waited their opportunity. In the mean time Saudat-oolla 
Khaun died. After his death his relations and adherents, who 
were very numerous, quarrelled among themſelves, and one 
of them, by the name of Sufder All Khaun, entered into 
an intrigue with the Infidels of Poona, and ſolicited mili- 
tary ſuccours. Agreeably to his requeſt, an army of the 

uy | ” Poona 
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Poona Infidels, conſiſting of 50,000 Horſe, under the com- 
mand of Rugghoo Futteh Sing, invaded the province of 
Arcot; where Fufder Alli Khaun ſuffered his father Alli Doaſt 
Khaun to be flain in battle by the Infidels of Poona. After 
this, theſe Infidels ſeeing the diſſenſions which prevailed 
amongſt the adherents and relations of Sufder Alli Khaun, 
plundered all the inhabitants of that country, without diſcrimi. 
nation of friend or foe; carried off a hundred thouſand men 
and women priſoners to their own country, and fold them to 
ſlavery: they alſo took priſoner Hooffain Doaſt Khaun, known 
by the name of Chunda Thaun, who was the huſband of Sufder 
Alli Khaun's fiſter, and carried him to Poona. In the mean time, 
Mortiza K haun, the governor of Vellore, and huſband of another 
ſiſter of Sufder Alli Khaun, enticed the latter to his houſe, and 
put him to death. After this event, Nizam-ool Mool the Vizicr 
of Delhi, who had made himſelf maſter of the Dekkan, arrived 
in the province of Arcot, and appointing Anwar-oodeen Khaun, 
Soobadaur of that province, on his own part gave in charge 
to him the two infant ſons of the late Sufder Alli Khaun, 
with injunctions to protect and educate them, and then re- 
turned to the Dekkan. After this, Anwar-oo-deen Khaun 
incited the Afghauns to murder one of the children. A ſhort 
time after, Chunda Khaun, who was in confinement at Poona, 
bribing the Infidels with a ſum of money, obtained his re- 
leaſe, and arrived in the province of Arcot, whence he proceed- 
ed to Pondicherry, a factory belonging to the French, where 
he took refuge: he there procured a body of French Troops, 
with which he marched againſt Anwar-oo-deen Khaun, with 
a view to reduce the province of Arcot. In the mean time, | 
Anwar-oo-deen Khaun ſought the aſſiſtance of the Engliſh, 
who then held a Factory at Cheenaputtun. ( Madras.) Ac- 
cordingly the Engliſh joined him with a body of troops—[n | 
proof of the words “ He who affordeth aſſiſtance to the op- 
« preſſor, ſhall fall under ſubjection to the very man he al- 
e ſifted,” — both theſe perſons becoming the objects of the 
Divine anger, ſought aſſiſtance from theſe two Infidel tribes, 
and proceeded to hoſtilities At was ſo decreed, however, that 
Anwar-oo-deen Khaun fell by the hand of Hooſſain Doalt 
Khaun. After this, Mohmmud Alli Khaun, ſon of Anwar-oo- 
deen Khaun, giving up both his worldly and ſpiritual concerns, 
to the direction of the Engliſh, and making them his protec- 
tors, prepared for hoſtilities againſt Chunda Khaun. In the 
mean time, Nizam-ool Moolk died, and was ſucceeded by his 
fon Nauffir Jung; whom Mohummud Alli Khaun invited to 
join him: but before his arrival, Nauſſir Jung's nephew, 


Hidauyet Mohee-oo-deen Khaun, fled with a ſn.all body of

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Troops to Pondicherry; and the French collecting a force 
which conſiſted of about a thouſand men of their own nation, 


and about four thouſand ſepoys, proceeded with the Troops 


of Hidauyet Mohee-o0-deen Khaun, againſt Nauſſir Jung; 
who joined with Mohummud Alli Khaun, after ſuſtaining 
repeated engagements with the French, laid ſiege to the 
fortreſs of Gingee, which is ſituated on a hill, and was 
then in the Soffon of the French. The latter entering 
into a colluſion with the Sirdars of Nauſſir Jung's army, at- 
tacked it in the night—After the alarm was given; Nauſſir 
Jung mounted his elephant ; when a man, named Behauder 


Khaun, an Afghaun in his ſervice, had the baſeneſs to kill him 


by a muſket ſhot, and cauſing his elephant to be driven cloſe 
to that of Nauffir Jung, cut off his head and ſtuck it on 
the point of a ſpear—Upon this event, the French ſet up 
Hidauyet Moohee-o00-deen Khaun as his ſucceſſor, and, ac- 


companied by a body of their own troops under the command 


of an officer named Buſſy, directed his march towards Hy- 
drabad—In the courſe of their march, they halted at the fort 
of Raychota, where the traitor Behauder Khaun, and the French 


troops commanded by Buſly, quarrelled about the diviſion of 


the plundered treaſure and jewels, and an engagement took 
place, in which Bahauder Khaun, and the other curſed Af- 
ghaun Chief, were lain, and precipitated to hell—Hidauyet 


Mohee- oo-deen Khaun, alſo fell in this enagement by a muſ- 


ket ſhot— The French then conferred the ſucceſſion on the 
worthleſs Salibut Jung, ſecond fon of Nizaum-ool-moolk, and 
proceded with him to Hyderabad; whereby the whole of the Dek- 
han may be ſaid to have come under the authority of the French 
at Hyderabad—The French Chriſtians (who amounted to 
near 1,200 men) in a ſtate of intoxication, in open day, en- 
tered the houſes of the votaries of Iflaum, and violated num- 


bers of their women—Many of the females of the nobles 


ripped up their own bellies, and threw themſelves into wells— 
Hence all the inhabitants of Hyderabad conceived enmity 
againſt the French. 


In the mean time Nizam Alli Khaun, ſon of Nizam-ook- 
moolk, impriſoned his elder brother Si\laubut Jung, and eſ- 
tabliſhed himſelf in his room A ſhort time afterwards, when 
the utmoſt diſagreement had taken place between the people 
of Hyderabad and the French, the worthleſs Buſſy marched 
from that city with his troops and returned to Pondicherry— 
During theſe tranſactions Mohummud Alli Khaun, in con- 
Junction with the Engliſh, carried on the war againſt Chunda 
Khaun, who was cordially the friend of the French. The 
armies 
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armies of both the Infidel nations contended for the province 
of Arcot, and after many battles and much bloodſhed, the 
Engliſh and Mohummud Alli Thaun, having pledged their 
faith to him, and under that ſanction made him their priſoner, 
put him to death, and obtained poſſeſſion of the whole of the 
Arcot province, yielding a 1 revenue of near four crores 
of rupees. 


When the Engliſh had thus eſtabliſhed themſelves in Arcot, 
they turned their views to the conqueſt of Bengal — To this 
end, with the ſame treachery and deceit which has been above 
deſcribed, they applied to the viceroy of Bengal alſo for 

a ſpot of ground; and having obtained poſſeſſion of ſufficient 
| for a ſingle houſe, they there ſtationed their people as for the pur- 
poſes of Trade, and waited their opportunity. About this time 
the viceroy of Bengal died, and contentions aroſe among his 
children and be Engliſh tak ing part with the one, 
they ſubdued the other; and rendering that other entirely de- 

pendant upon them, obtained poſſeſſion of the whole dominion 
of Bengal, a territory conſiſting of four Soobahs, and yielding an 


annual revenue of twenty crores of Rupees. Not far from 


thence is a place called Lucknow, the ruler: of which was 
Mirza Amauni *( ///of-09-Dawlah) fon of Shudjah-00-Dowlah, 
—By intrigue and chicane with him, they (the Engliſb) in- 
truded themſelves into that country alſo, — What is more ex- 
traordinary is this: Lately Mirza Amauni ſent an ambaſl- 
fador to Zemaun Shaw, the King of Caubul. This circum- 
ftance coming to the knowledge of the Engliſh (Governor) 
General + who reſides at Calcutta, he proceeded thence on 4 
vifit to Mirza Amauni, and having leagued with the miniſters 
of that country, cauſed Mirza Amauni to de poiſoned, violated the 
chaſtity of his widow, and plundered his houſe of money and jewels, 


to the amount of twenty crores of Rupees — Throughout the 


territory of Bengal, wherever there were men of learning, ſci- 
ENC2, and rank, hs Engliſh have forcibly taken priſoners their 
wives and daughters, violated their chaſtity, and carried them 
off to their own iſlands and country; ſeizing the youtus of the 


claſs of Syuds , devotees, and learned men, and obliging them

All this power and authority have the Engliſh acquired in 
the ſpace of forty years. | | 


About twenty years ago, during the life-time of my late re- 
rered father Hyder Alli Khaun, diſputes occurring among the 
worthleſs Sirdars of the Poona Infidels, Rogoo-naut Row, the 
uncle of Narrain Row, the head of the Poona State, treacher- 
ouſly murdered his nephew: the turbulent ſpirit of the Chiefs,

to the Preſence of his late Highneſs ( Hyder Ali) ſoliciting his 
aiſtance His Highneſs prudently confidering, that although 
it is declared “ Heretics are impure,” yet that it was more 
adyiſeable to afford than refuſe his aſſi ſtance to the infidels 
belonging to the country (becauſe the ſupremacy of the Eng-

—Four or five years after, when ambaſſadors 
from the Khoodadaud Sirkar, arrived at the Sublime Porte *; and 
after repreſenting the ſentiments of friendſhip, returned to the 
Preſence. The Engliſh, receiving information of this circum- 
ſtance, with hearts inflamed, immediately conceived, that all the 
tribe of Iſlaum, were about to league together for their deſtruction 
They knew too, that they had given your Highneſs proof; 
of their evil diſpoſition, and therefore, uniting to themſelves 
Nizam Alli Khaun, and the Infidels of Poona, they Waged 
war againſt the Khoodadaud Sirkar for four years—At length, 
near a hundred thouſand of the followers of the Faith, had 
determined to ſlay their wives and families with their own 
hands, and ruſhing upon the Infidels, drink the cup of mar. 
tyrdom, and plunge the Infidels into hell. The Counſellors, the 
Lords, and the reſpected Sages of Iſlaum, all agreed, that 
this attack upon the dominions of Khoodadaud Sirkar, wWas 
in conſequence of the deputation of Ambaſſadors with letter;

The Orthogaphy of the French is extremely incorrect in the 
original Papers, eſpecially in thoſe dated in the year 1797, which 
appear to have been written under the Sultaun's directions, by the 
Captain of a French Veſſel, then reſiding at Seringapatam. 
From theſe Papers it appears, that Tippoo Sultaun has d, 
patched three Embaſſies to the Ifle of France, and thence to the 


Executive Directory at Paris, fince the commencement of the year 


1797. 35 Foes |

6. In the month of November 1798 (at the period of my 
firſt attempt to open ſuch a negotiation with him) my opinion, 
with reſpect to the nature of the terms neceſſary for our ſecu- 
rity againſt the deſigns of the Sultaun, had undergone ſome 
hange. I had received the intelligence of the French invaſion 
of Egypt; and it could not be doubted, that this expedition, if 
it had not been originally planned with a view to the aſſiſtance 
of Tippoo Sultaun, might be converted to that purpoſe. On 
the other hand, our ſtrength was conſiderably increaſed; we 
had ſubverted the French party at Hyderabad, and by that 
ſucceſsful blow, had ſecured the effectual co-operation of the 
Nizam's Government: our military forces and preparations 
were alſo in a ſtate of forwardneſs.

11. For the information of your Honourable Court, I have 


annexed to this diſpatch: a comparative ſtatement. of ſeveral 
plans for the partition of Tippoo Sultaun's dominions, drawn 


up under my inſtructions, (not received) with a view to the 
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relative intereſts and power of the Nizam, the Mahrattas, 
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and the Company; to the nature, produce, and geogtaphical 
boundaries of the country; and to the poſition aud irengrh 
of the ſeveral fortreſſes and paſſes. An attentive inveſtigation 
of every comparative view of theſe important queſtions, ter- 
ted in 'my decifion, that the eſtabliſhment of a central 
and ſeparate Government in Myſore, under the protection of 

the Company, and the admiſſion of the Mahrattas to a certain 
participation in the diviſion of the conquered territory, were 
the expedients beſt calculated to reconcile the intereſts of all 
parties, to ſecure to the Company a leſs invidious and more 
efficient ſhare of revenue, reſource, commercial advantage, 
and military ſtrength, than could be obtained under any other 
_ diftribution of territory or power, and to afford the moſt 

EE proſpect of general and permanent tranquillity in 
India. N : 

12. Having decided theſe leading principles of the new 
ſettlement, I proceeded to determine the rule of diſtribution 
for the reſpective ſhares of the Company, the Nizam, and 
the Mahrattas, to fix the moſt eligible poſition for the ceſſions 
to be made to each party, and to define the limits of the new 
Gon 

13. To the Company's ſhare naturally fell the province of 
Canara, and the diſtrict of Coimbatoor and Deramporam, 
with all the territory lying between your poſſeſſions in the 
Carnatic and thoſe in the Malabar. Theſe acquiſitions ap- 
peared the moſt eligible, not only on account of their intrinſic 
value, in point of produce, but as ſecuring an uninterrupted 
tract of territory, from the Gg of Coromandel to that of 
Malabar, together with the ere ſea coaſt of the kingdom 
of Myſore, and the baſe; of all the eaſtern, weſtern, and 
ſouthern Ghauts. To theſe I thought it neceſſary to add 
the forts and poſts forming the heads of al the paſſes above the 
Ghauts, and the Table Land. The poſſeſſion of the baſe of 
the Ghauts alone, formed no effectual barrier for the, inhabi- 
tants of the low-lands againſt an enemy poſſeſſing the ſummits 
of thoſe mountains, and I therefore conſidered the acquiſition 
of all the entrances of the paſſes, ſituated above the Ghauts, 
to be an effential object of ſecurity againſt every poſſible ap- 
| proach of danger from the Table Land. This acquiſition 

derived a further importance, in my opinion, from the means 
Which it appeared to afford, of curbing the refractory ſpirit 


of the Poligars, and of all other turbulent and diſaffected ſub- 


jects in the Carnatic, and on the Coaſt of Malabar ; I alfo con- 

lidered the diſtricts of W ynaad to be an uſeful poſſeſſion, with 

a view to the tranquillity of your territories on the latter 

Coaſt. The laſt addition which I deemed it neceſſary to 

make to your ſhare of the conquered dominions, conſiſted of 

the fortreſs, city, and iſland of Seringapatam, the 1 3 
| | | | TD whi 
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which would effectually ſecure the communication between 
your territories on both Coaſts, and conſolidate all your lines 
of defence, in every direction. e . 
14. To the Nizam it appeared moſt expedient to allot the 
diſtricts of Gooty, of Gurrumcondah, bordering.on the ceſſions 
which he acquired by the Peace of 1792, together with a tract 

of country, the frontier of which ſhould be drawn nearly along 

the line of Chittledroog, Sera, N undidroog, and Kolar, leaving - 
however thoſe fortreſſes to the ſouthward, to form the frontier 

of the new Government of Myſore. Nizam Ally certainly 

could not aſſert any juſt claim to an equal participation with 

the Company in the advantages of the peace. The operation 

of the 6th article of the "I reaty of Pangul, reſpecting an 

equal diviſion of conqueſts, was limited to the war, which 
terminated in 1792. Since the Peace of Seringapatam, the 

| 10th is the only article of the Treaty. of Pangul, which can 

be conſidered to continue in force; and no ſubſequent engage- 

ments had been contracted with Nizam Ally, which could 

entitle him to any advantage in the preſent peace, exceeding 

his relative proportion in the expences and exertions of the 

allied Force during the late war. It was, however, defirable, 

that the territorial revenue retained in ſovereignty by the 
Company (after deducting whatever charges might be an- 

nexed to the tenure). ſhould not excced Nizam Ally's propor- 

tion, and accordingly I determined that this principle ſhould 

be obſerved in the partition, reſerving however to the Com- 

pany, as a juſt indemnification for their ſuperior ſhare in the 

expences and exertions of the war, the principal benefit of 
whatever advantages might flow from any engagements to be 
contracted with the new Government of Myſore. 


15. For the Mahrattas, I reſolved to reſerve. a portion of 
territory, the revenyes of which ſhould not exceed two-thirds, 

nor fall ſhort of one-half of the portions retained in ſovereignty 

by the Nizam and the Company reſpectively. Conſidering that 

any ceſſion to the Peſhwa muſt be viewed as a matter of fayour, _ 
it appeared to me, that the ſhare to be allotted. to him was 

amply ſufficient: it would contain Harponelly, Soonda above 

the Ghauts, Annagoody, part of the diſtrict of Chittledroog, 

part of Bednore above the Ghauts, and other diſtricts; but 

the frontier fortreſſes of Chittledroog and Bednore would re- 

main for the protection of the new Government of Myſore. 

alſo determined, that no portion of territory ſhould be ceded 

to the Peſhwa, unconditionally, and that the ceffion ſhould 

form the baſis of a new treaty with the Mabratta Empire. 

16. The territory remaining unoccupied by this plan. of 
partition, would be bounded to the northward by a ſtrong line Ps” 
of hill forts and poſts, forming a powerful barrier towards the 
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fouthern frontiers of Nizam Ally and of the Mahrattas, from 


Punganoor, on the line of the eaſtern, to Bednore, on the 


| line of the weſtern Ghauts, and would be entirely ſurrounded 
tw the eaſt, weſt, and ſouth, by the territories of the Com- 


pany, above and below the Ghauts; the Company alfo hold. 


+7. The neceſſity now. occurred of determining in what 


bands the new Government of Myſore ſhould be placed ; and 


although no poſitive right or title to the throne exiſted in any 


party, it ſeemed expedient. that wy choice ſhould be made, 


between the pretenſions of the family of Tippoo Seltaun, and 


thoſe of the ancient houſe, of the Rajahs of Myſore.

18. The claims of humanity on both ſides, rendered the 
deeiſion a painful and ungracious taſk. No alternative re- 


mained, but to depoſe the Dynaſty which I found upon the 


throne, or to confirm the Mahomedan Uſurpation, and with 
it the perpetual excluſion and degradation of the legitimate 


Hindoo Sovereigns of the countries. The uſurpation, al- 


though not ſanctioned by remote antiquity, had ſubſiſted for 
fuch a length of time, as to have nearly extinguiſhed the 
hopes of the Hindoo family, and: accuſtomed them to the hu- 
mility of their fortune, while the ſons of Tippoo. Sultaun, 
born in the ſtate of royalty, and educated with the proudeſt 


and moſt exalted expectations of ſovereignty and power, 


would be proportionably ſenſible to the fudden change of their 
condition, and to the unexpected diſappointment of their ſplen- 
did proſpects. In this view of the ſubject, it would have been 
more grateful-to my mind (ſecuring a munificent proviſion for 
the ancient family of Myſore) to have reſtored that of I ippoo 


Sultaun to the throne, if ſuch a reſtoration: could have been 


accompliſhed, without expoſing Myſore to the perpetual 
hazard: of internal commotion and foreign war, and without 
endangering the ſtability of the intended ſettlement of your 


intereſts, and thoſe of your Allies, in this quarter of India. 


19. Since the Peace of Seringapatam, and more eſpecially 
ſince the year a the deſtruction of the Britiſh Power in 
e favourite and unremitting object of Iippoo 


be reconciled to the ſacrifices which he was compelled to 


make, for the purchaſe of peace in 1792, and his increaſing 


eagerneſs to recover the extenſive portion of his dominions, 


then ceded to the Allies, urged him to purſue a ſyſtematic 
courſe of intrigue againſt the Britiſh Power among all the 
Native States, and to revert to his ancient and hereditary con- 


nexion with France, as the only effectual means of gratifying

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20. The proofs which I had obtained, previous to the wary 
of the nature and objects of his machinations, were ſufficient to 


fatisfy my judgment: they have ſince been corroborated, by 


the voluminous records diſcovered in the Palace at Seringa- 
patam. It is now inconteſtible, that Tippoo Sultaun's thoughts 
were perpetually intent upon the ruin of the Britiſh Power, 


that he truſted to have accompliſhed our expulſion, by infti- 


ting the French to invade India, and that he proſecuted this 


unalterable purpoſe, with all the zeal and -ardour of paſ- 


fonate reſentment and vindictive hate, as well as with the 


ſteadineſs of a deliberate maxim of ftate. . ' 


21. Perhaps the moſt wiſe policy which Tippoo Sultaun 


could have purſued, would have been to have reſted ſatisfied 


with the dominions remaining in his hands, after the peace of 
1792; but a policy of ſo moderate and pacific a ſpirit, being 


utterly incompatible with the impetuoſity of his temper, and 
with the military character of his Government, it might be 


at leaſt a matter of rational ſpeculation, whether a: cloſe 


alliance with France (however dangerous in its' remote 
conſequences) was not his true intereſt, in the actual ſtate 


of his immediate views and purſuits. The poſſeſhon of 


his loſt dignity, wealth, and power, could not be recovered, 


without the conqueſt of a great part of the Company's 
territories,  nor- effectually ſecured,” without the total ſub- 
verſion of the Britiſh intereſts in India. A French army 
was the only inſtrument, by which ſuch an enterprize could 
be attempted. An alliance with France was therefore the ne- 
ceſſary conſequence of Tippoo Sultaun's reſtleſs, but natural 
deſire, to reſtore his Empire to its former ſplendor and ſtrength. 
In addition to his correſpondence with the French at Tran- 
uebar, with thoſe at the Iſle of France, and with the Execu- 
tive Directory at Paris, his embaſſy to Zeman Shak, his in- 
trigues at Poonah and Hyderabad, and his correſpondence with 
Mr. Raymond, (all which tranſactions appear diſtinctly in 


the records diſcovered at Seringapatam), furniſn abuadant 


evidence, that his: antipathy to the Engliſh was the ruling 
paſſion of his heart, the main ſpring of his policy, and the 
fixed and fundamental principle of his councils and goveru- 
22. The heir of Tippoo Sultaun muſt have been edueated 
in the ſame principles, encouraged to indulge the fame preju- 
dices and paſſions,” and inſtructed to form the ſame views of 
the intereſts and honour of the, Throne of Myſore. 'Theie 
ſentiments. would neceſſarily acquire additional force in his 
mind; from the iſſue of the late war. Our unexampled 
ſucceſs had ſubverted the foundations of his Father's em- 
pire, and transferred to our poſſeſſion, every ſource of = 
e 8 | C11 
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= —eivil or military power of Myſore; and placed on the Throne 
by our favour, and limited by our controul, he muſt have felt 

himſelf degraded to a ſtate of humiliation and weakneſs ſo 
nhject, as no Prince of ſpirit would brook. Under ſuch an 


arrangement, our ſafety would have required us to retain, at 
leaſt, all the territory which we now hold by the Partition 
Treaty of Myſore. Whatever we retained, muſt have been 
conſidered by this Prince as a new uſurpation upon his royal 
inheritance, and an additional pledge of his degradation and 
diſgrace. In proportion to the reduction of his territory and 
reſources, he would have had leſs to loſe, and more to regain, 
in any ſtruggle for the recovery of his Father's empire; nor 


dees it ſeem unreaſonable to ſuppoſe, that the heir of Hyder 


Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, animated by the implacable ſpirit 
and bold example of his parents, and accuſtomed to the com- 
manding proſpect of independent ſovereignty, and to the ſplen- 
dour of military glory, might deliberately hazard the remnant 
Mons, in purſuit of ſo proud an object, 
as the recovery of that vaſt and powerful empire, which for 
many years had rendered his anceſtors the ſcourge of the Car- 
naticz and the terror of this quarter of India. Pro + 
23. In the moſt narrow view of the ſubject, it muſt be ad- 
mitted, that the Son of Tippoo Sultaun muſt have felt a per- 
petual intereſt in the ſubverſion of any ſettlement of Myſore, 
founded on a partition of his Father's dominions, and a limita- 
tion of his own independence. If, therefore, a Prince of this 
Tace had been placed on the Throne of Myſore, the founda- 
tion of the new ſettlement would have been laid in the very 


principle of its own diffolution. With ſuch a Prince, no fin- 


cere alliance, no concord of ſentiment, or union of views, 


could ever have been eſtabliſhed : the appearance of amity or 
attachment muſt have been deluſive; even his ſubmiſſion muſ: 
have been reluctant, if not treacherous; while all his intereſts, 


his habits, prejudices, and paſſions, his vices, and even his vir- 
tues, muſt have concurred to cheriſh an irreconcileable averſion 
to our name and power, and an eager deſire to abet the cauſe, 
and to exaſperate the animoſity, and to receive the aid of 
every enemy of the Britiſh Nation. Whatever degree of in- 
fluence or ſtrength might have been left to the Native Govern- 


ment of Myſore, in ſuch hands, would always have been 
thrown into the ſcale oppoſed to their intereſts. The hoſtile 
power of * would have been weakened, but not de- 


ſtroyed: an Enemy would have ſtill remained in the centre of 
your poſſeſſions, watching every occaſion to repair the misfor- 


tunes of his family, at their expence, and forming a point of 


union, for the machinations of every diſcontented faction in 


India, and for the intrigues of every emiſſary of the F rench. 


224. Under 
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24. Under theſe circumſtances, the ſame anxiety for che | 


ſecurity and repoſe of your poſſeſſions, which originally com- 


xelled me to reduce the power of 'Tippoo Sultaun, now ap- 


peared to require, that I ſhould provide effectually againſt the 
revival, in any degree, of a ſimilar danger in the perſon of 
his Son: | 


25. On the other hand, the reſtoration of the deſcendant 


of the ancient Rajahs of Myſore was recommended, by the 
ſame courſe. of reaſoning which excluded the heir of the 
UM.

26. The indignities which the depoſed family of Myſore 
had ſuffered, eſpecially during the cruel and tyrannical reign 
of Tippoo Sultaun, and the ſtate of degradation and miſery 
to which they had been reduced, muſt naturally excite a ſen- 


timent of gratitude and attachment in their minds, towards 


that Power which ſhould not only deliver them from oppreſ- 
Hon, but raiſe them to a ſtate of conſiderable affluence and 


diſtinction, Between the Britiſh Government and this family, 


an intercourſe of friendſhip and kindneſs had ſubſiſted ; in the 
moſt deſperate criſis of their adverſe fortune, they had formed 
no connexion with your enemies. Their elevation would be 
the ſpontaneous act of your generoſity, and from your ſup- 
port alone, could they ever 3 to be maintained upon the 
Throne, either againſt the family of Tippoo Sultaun, or 
againſt any other claimant. They muſt naturally view, with 


an eye of jealouſy, all the friends of the uſurping family, and 


conſequently be adverſe to the French, or to any State con- 
need with that family, in its hereditary hatred of the Britiſh 


Government. The heir of the Rajah of Myſore, if placed 


on the Throne, muſt feel that his continuance in that ſtation 


depended on the ſtability of the new ſettlement in all its parts; 


it muſt therefore be his intereſt to unite, with cordiality and 
zeal, in every effort neceſſary to its harmony, N and 
vigour. The effect of ſuch an arrangement of the affairs of

power, would be ſubſtituted one whoſe intereſts and reſources 
might be abſolutely identified with our own; and the kingdom 
of Myſore, ſo long the ſource of calamity or alarm to the 
Carnatic, might become a new barrier of our defence, and 
might ſupply-freſh means of wealth and ſtrength to the Com- 
pany, their ſubjects, and Allies.

27. In addition to theſe, motives of policy, moral conſider-

ations, and ſentiments of generoſity and humanity, favorvred 


the reſtoration of the ancient family of Myſore. Their high 


birth, the antiquity of their legitimate title, and their long 
and unmerited ſufferings, rendered them peculiar objects of 


compaſſion and reſpect; nor could it be doubted, that their 
PLL S..

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yſore would not be limited to the mere deſtruction of the

29. I determined, at the ſame time, to grant to the families 
of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, a more munificent main- 
tenance than either had enjoyed during the late reign, and to 
provide with the ſame liberality for all the Mahomedan Officers 
and Chiefs of the State, who Nad ſurvived the Sultaun, and for 
the families of all thoſe who had fallen in the courſe of

30. For the accompliſhment of a ſettlement founded on the 
principles which I have had the honour to detail to your Ho- 
nourable Court in the preceding paragraphs, I iſſued a ſpecial 
commiſſion, on the 4th of June, (Encloſ. No. f.) appointing 
Lieutenant General Harris, the Honourable Colonel Welle- 
ley, the Honourable Henry Welleſley, Lieutenant Colonel 
William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Cloſe, 
Commiſſioners for affairs of Myſore, with the ample powers 
_ ſpecified in the commiſſion; and I named Captains Malcolm 
and Munro to be Secretaries, and Mr. Golding and Lieutenant 
Charles Paſley, Aſſiſtant Secretaries to the on As 
the favourable ſtate of the country had rendered my preſence 
at Seringapatam unneceſſary, I accompanied the Commiſſion 


With inſtructions, (Encloſ. No. 2.) directing the Commiſſioners 


to proceed, without delay, to lay the foundations of the new 
arrangement; and for the purpoſe of precluding the intrigues 
of the Natives, and of all the great mterefts which were in 
ſuſpence, I enjoined the Commiſſioners and their Secretarics 
to take an oath of ſecrecy, in order that no part of my plan 
might tranſpire, until the arrangements for its accomplith- 


ment had been complete. AY | 
1. The Commiſſioners aſſembled at Seringapatam on the 
8th June, and under my inſtructions, (Enclo# No, 3 and 4.) 
the firſt ſtep taken by them was to make proviſion for the ſur- 
viving Officers and Chiefs of the late Sultaun, and for the 
families of thoſe ſlain during the campꝛign; the particulars of 
this arrangement will appear in the letter of the Commiſhon- 
ers of the 12th June, an extract of which is annexed to this 
diſpatch. (Encloſ. No. 5.) I am happy to inform your Ho- 
nourable Court, that this meaſure . e the mall ſalutary 
effect, in tranquillizing the minds of the principal Mahome- 
dans remaining in Myſore, and in placing the clemency and

The Brahmin, Purneah, who had been the principal financial 
miniſter of the late Sultaun, having given ſatisfactory, proofs 
of his readineſs to ſerve the new Government in the ſame 
capacity, it was determined that he ſhould be appointed Dewan 
to the young Rajah of Myſormmmee. 
332. The next proceeding of the Commiſſioners, in purſu- 
ance of my directions, was to undertake the painful, but neceſ- 
fary taſk, of removing the families of Hyder Ally and Tip- 
poo Sultaun from Seringapatam to the Carnatic. The details 
of this proceeding will appear in the letter from the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the 12th of June. (Encloſ. No. 6.0 I had previ- 
ouſly. given orders that the fortreſs of Vellore ſhould be pre- 
pared for the reception of the families; and I had appointed 
Lieutenant Colonel Doveton to the command of that fortreſs, 
and alſo, entruſted him with the payment of the ſtipends 
allotted to Both families, directing him to ſpare no reaſonable 
expence in providing for their accommodation, on a ſcale 
ſuitable to their former rank and expectations. The four 
Princes, Eutteh Hyder, Abdul Kawlik, Moyen-o-Deen, and 
Mohu-o-Deen, with their families, arrived at Vellore on the 
lath of July : They expreſſed their ſatisfaction in the accommo- 
dations provided for them. The remainder of the families of 
Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, will be removed as ſoon as 
33 8 to the departure of the Princes from Serin- 
gapatam, the Commiſſioners had cautiouſly abſtained, from all 
intercourſe with the family of thie Rajah. of Myſore; but as 
ſoon as the four elder Sons of the late Sultaun had left- the 
capital, the, Commiſſioners paid a viſit to the young Rajah, 
whom they found, with others of his perſecuted family, in a 
condition of poverty and humiliation, which excited the 
ſtrongeſt emotions of compaſſion, (Enclof. No. 9, and ) A.) 
It was determined to fix tbe reſidence of the Rajah in the 
ancient town of Myſore, as being the moſt eligible fituation 
for the ſeat of his Government.

34. On the 5th, of June, I had furniſhed the Commiſſion- 
ers with the el draft of a treaty between tlie Company and 
His Highneſs the Nizam, for the partition of Myſore; and 
baying Fecejved the fulleſt communication of their ſentiments, 
and af thoſe of Meer Allum, on the ſubject, I made ſuch * 
alterations as appeared to be adviſeable. On the 22d June, 
this treaty was executed by the Commiſſioners and Meer 
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Allum, at Seringapatum, and ratified by me, in Council, at 
Fort St. George, on the 2bth of the ſame month, and by his 
Highneſs the Nizam, at Hyderabad, on the 1 3th July. It is 
anexed to this diſpateh, under the title of The Partition 
Treaty of Myſore, (Encloſ. No. 8 and 9.) and is accompa- 
nied by a Memorial, explanatory of its ſeveral proviſions, tlie

Theſe reſtraints being removed, and 
every proper encouragement to commercial intercourſe being 
ſubſtituted in their place, it may reaſonably be expected, that 
the neighbouring, and now united countries of the Carnatic 
and Myfore, will mutually conſume a confiderable portion of 
their reſpective productions and manufactures, and that even 
4 proportion of Brittth commodities will ſoon find a market 
in Myſore. My information, with regard to the articles pro- 
duced, Wanted, or conſumed, in the countries acquired

Experience 
has manifeſted, that the power preſerved to that infatuated and 
reſtleſs Prince, muſt always have been thrown into the ſcale 
oppoſed to our intereſts, and that, in no poſſible combination or 
conflict of the politics of Poonah and Hyderabad, could the 
interpoſition or neutrality of Tippoo Sultaun take a bias 
fayourable to our ſecurity. If he menaced war, or ſought 
alliance with either or with both thoſe States, his uniform 
object was our diſturbance; If he remained neuter, either in 
their diflentions or union, it was to preſerve his own ſtrength 
vnimpaired for that conteſt with ours, which formed the 
favourite ſcope of all his views.

81. With regard to the Nizam, the ſolid and permanent 
benefits which have : reſulted to bis Highneſs from the recent 
improvement of his connection with the Company, and par- 
tictfarly from the new ſettlement of Myſore, are obvious and 
conliderable. The exiſtence of his throne was ſa ved, by the 
deſtruction of the French party at Hyderabad, in October 
1798. The forinidable power of Tippos Sultaun, which 


perpetually menaced his Highneſs's poſſeſſions, and filled his 


court and dominions with intrigues and treaſon, has been an- 
nihilated, and a friendly and allied State eſtabliſhed in Myſore. 
His Highneſs has received a large increaſe of Us revenue, 

and power, fogether with ſeveral important fortreſſes, tending 
greatly to ſecure the tranquillity of his dominions. His ex- 
penſes in the war have been inconſiderable; and if a compa- 
riſon were to be inſtituted, of the advantages accruing to him 


of the advantages 1 from the ſubſtitution, of a power of | 


and to the Company, from the whole arrangement, thoſe ob- 


tained by his Highneſs would be found to preponderate: for 


the danger from which he has been delivered, was even more 


imminent than that which menaced the Company's poſleſ- 
ſions; and while, his expenſes have borne no proportion to 
ours, he has attained equal benefits, both of indemnification 
and ſecurity. The collateral benefits derivable by the Com- 
pany from its connection with the Rajah of Myſore, will 
neceſſarily extend to the N zam, and be ſcarcely leſs felt by 
him than by us, while he ſhall remain faithful to his alliance 


with the Company. I have the ſatisfaction to know, that his 


moſt able and experienged counſellors are fully ſenſible of the 
extenſive. and ſolid benefits acquired by his Highneſs, under 
the general operation of the late treaties, I am therefore per- 


ſuaded, that his Highneſs's juſt ſenſe of the permanent in-

;tereſts of his State, will command his cordial co-operation in 


the maintenance of the new ſettlemennt. 

82. Ihe intereſts of the Rajah of Myſore being identified 
with thoſe of the Company, and the ſafety, proſperity, and

1. The Commiſſion which accompanies this letter, will 


rize you of the nature and extent of the powers which I have 
deemed it adyiſeable to entruſt to you. Theſe powers neceſſa- 
rily ſuperſede thoſe which I had delegated, during the cam« 
paign, to the Commiſlion appointed to aſſiſt Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Harris, in all matters relating to political negotiation. The 
favourable ſituation of affairs in Myſore, appearing to render my 
preſence at Seringapatam quite unneceſſary, I have again taken 
the reſolution of remaining, at Madras ; and I therefore propoſe 
to conhde to you ſuch a portion of my authority, as may enable 
you, under my orders, to effect a ſettlement of the country 
without my preſence, Whatever three members of the Com- 
miſſion ſhall be preſent at Seringapatam, on the arrival of this 
diſpatch, will proceed immediately to act under the Commiſſion, 
and to execute the inſtructions contained in this letter. 


2. The reſtoration of the repreſentative of the ancient fa- 
mily of the Rajahs of Myſore, accompanied by a partition of 
territory between the Allies, in which the intereſts of the Mah- 


rattas ſhould be conciliated, appearing to me, under all cir- 
cumſtances of the caſe, to be the moſt adviſeable baſis on which 
any new ſettlement of the country can be reſted, I have reſolved 
to frame, without delay, a plan founded on theſe principles, 
and I hope in the courſe of to-morrow, to be able to forward to 
you the articles of a treaty, with proper inſtructions annexed, 
for the purpoſe of carrying the above-mentioned plan into effect. 
3. In the mean while, it is abſolutely neceſſary that certain 
meaſures of precaution ſhould be immediately adopted, in order 
to facilitate the intended arrangement. Theſe meaſures relate, 
Firſt, to the ſatisfadtion of the principal Muſſulman Sirdars, 
and of the Kelledars of the ſeveral forts ; Secondly, to the mode 
of removing the family of Tippoo Sultaun from Myſore, with 


the leaſt praCticable injury to their feelings. With regard to 


the firſt object, I have already forwarded to the Honourable. 
Mr. Henry Welleſley, a letter to Meer Allum, and a copy of 


a letter from the Nizam to me, which I truſt will enable you to 


give complete ſatisfaction to Kummeer ud Deen; and unleſs 
jou expect any conſiderable advantage from his influence at 
deringapatam, in conciliating others of his religion, I detire, 
that you will take the earlieſt E 8 to induce him to repair 
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to Gurrumcondah. With the other leading Muſſulmans, you 


ſhould immediately enter into ſuch pacific engagements, as ſhall 


pteclude the poſſibility of any alarm in their minds, with reſpect 
to their ſituation and proſpects, under any new arrangement of 


the country. 22h 
4. I rely on your diſeretion to conclude ſuchan arrangement, 
with as little burthen to the finances of the Company as cir. 
cumſtances will admit. The whole body of Tippoo's Sirdars 
ought not to become an excluſive charge upon the Company. 
They muſt be employed and provided for by the Allies, and 


| by the Rajah of Myſore, colleQively : the families of the Sir- 


dars ſlain during the campaign, mult alſo be provided for in the 
fame manner. HF ne 8 

5. The Kelledars, who have ſurrendered, and thofe who 
ſtill holds forts in their poſſeſſion, ſhould be paid their arrears 
for the month of April at leaſt, with their pay for the month of 
May, and for as long a t me as we may leave them in charge 


of their forts. On diſmiſſing any of them, liberal gratuities 


ſhould be given them, for the [purpoſe of conciliation, All 
theſe charges may hereafter be adjuſted between the Allies. 

6. As foon as you ſhall judge that your arrangements with 
the remnant of the Muſſulman intereſt are in ſufficient for- 
wardneſs, you will proceed to take the neceſſary meaſures for 


removing the family of the Sultaun. The details of this pain- 


ful, but indiſpenſable meaſure, cannot be entruſted to any per- 
ſon more likely to combine every office of humanity with the 
prudential precautions required by. the occaſion, than Colonel 


Welleſley; and I therefore commit to his diſcretion, activity, 


and humanity, the whole arrangement, ſubje& always to ſuch 
ſuggeſtions, as may be offered by the other members of the 


- Commiſſion. I have appointed Lieutenant Colonel Doveton 


* 


to take the command of the fortreſs of Vellore, which is deſ- 


tined for the future reſidence of the Sultaun's family. Colonel 


Doveton is alſo appointed Pay- maſter of Stipends to the Family; 
and he has been directed to make every poſſible preparation tor 
their accommodation at Vellore. After their arrival, no rea- 


ſonable expence will be ſpared, to render their habitation ſuit- 


able to their former rank and expectations; and it is my inten- 
tion to give them a liberal pecuniary allowance. Colonel 
Welleſley will judge, whether it may be neceſſary to give either 
to the whole or to any branch of the family, any ſpecific aſſurance 
of the exact amount of the ſums to be allotted to them reſpec- 


— 


tively. If any ſuch particular explanation ſhould appear ne- 


ceſſary for their ſatisfaction, I authorize you to make the allot- 
ment of ſtipend to each of them, as well for the eſtabliſhment 


of the*Zenana, provided that the total ſum for the maintenance. 


of the whole family be not ſtated at more than three, or at the 
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utmoſt four lacks of pagodas. The Sons of the late Sultaun 
may be accompanied by ſuch attendants as they may ſelectʒ; 
provided the number be not fo. great as to endanger the public 
tranquillity, or to form a point of union for the adherents of the 
late Sultaun. It might be defirablez that Ali Reza ſhould ac- 
company the Princes, as he appears to be attached to the intereſts 
of the Company, and at the ſame time to entertain conſiderable 
affection for the Princes. The females and children of the ſe- 
veral families muſt follow the Princes, as ſpeedily as pofſible. 
Colonel Wellefley, in my name, will give the moſt unequi- 
vocal aſſurances of protection and indulgence to every branch of 
the family; and at a proper time, he will deliver the letters for 
the four eldeſt Sons of Lippoo, forwarded by the Perſian 
Tranſlator to Mr. Henry Welleſley. If General Harris ſhould 
be at Seringapatamz or within reach of it, I am perſuaded that 
his humanity will induce him to exert every effort to mitigate 
all the rigorous parts of this revolution in Myſore, which I feel 
myſelf bound, by every principle of duty towards the Britiſh 
intereſts in India, to accompliſh without delay. 

7. I have learned, with the utmoſt degree of ſurprize and 
concern, that the Zenana in the Palace of the Sultaun was 
ſearched for treaſure, ſome time after the capture of the place: 

I could have wiſhed; for the honour of the Britiſh name, that 
the apartments of the women had not been difturbed. In the 
heat and confuſion of an aſſault, ſuch exceſſes are frequently 
unavoidable ;z but I ſhall for ever lament, that this ſcene thould 
have been acted long after the conteſt had ſubſided, and when 
the whole place had ſubmitted to the ſuperiority of our victorious 
arms. If any perſonal ornaments, or other articles of value, 
were taken Bm the women in that unfortunate moment, L 
truſt that the Commander in Chief will make it his buſineſs to 
vindicate the humanity of the Britiſh character, by uſing the 
moſt zealous exertions to obtain a full reſtitution of the property 
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8. After this obſervation, it is ſuperfluous to add my moſt 
anxious expectation, that the utmoſt degree of care will be 
taken to ſecure the perſonal property of the Princes and of the 
women, when the period of their removal ſhall arrive. 
9. You will of courſe apply to the Commander in Chief, 
for ſuch an eſcort as may be neceſſary to convey'the family of 
Tippoo to the place of their deſtination; and you will arrange 
the time and mode of their departure, fo as to preclude the poſſi- 
bility of any commotion or eſcape. It is deſirable, that ſome: , 
Officer, converſant in the language, manners, and cuſtoms of 
the Natives, and of approved humanity, ſhould accompany the 
Princes, until Lieutenant Colonel Doveton can meet them. 
His qualifications for the truſt which I have repoſed in him, are 
too well known to require any illuſtration. „ 
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10. In exerciſing the general . wers veſted in you by the | 


accompanying Commitiion, that you will not interfere 
in the management of the province of 88 until you ſhall 
receive further inſtructions from me. I have directed General 
Stuart to make a tem arrangement for the Government 
| + of that province; and until I ſhall have received his report, I can- 
not decide the ſyſtem of meaſures, moſt eligible to be adopted 
in that quarter. You will apprize the. Commiſſioners, whoſe 
power is ſuperſeded by this new Commiſſion, of my entire ap- 
-probatign of their ſervices; and pn will return them my thanks 
accordingly. 

Tr. The preſent e eee is founded on an opinion, chat 
the Commander in Chief may not always be at liberty to act in 
a political capacity, and that he may not be able to ſpare more 
chan one of his confidential ſtaff from about his perſon, My 
ſelection of Lieutenant Colonel Cloſe has been directed, not 
only by my knowledge of his extraordinary talents, proficiency | 
in the native Janguages, and experience in the native manners 
and cuſtoms, but my determination to eſtabliſh him in the im- 
portant office of Reſident with the Rajah of Myſore, as ſoon 
as that Prince ſhall be placed on the Muſnud. You will ob- 
ſerve, that the Commiſſion enjoins all the Commiſſioners, and 
perſons employed under them, to take an oath of Secrecy, 
| previouſly to their entering upon their functions; you will 
therefore communicate a copy of the Commiſſion to any mem 
ber, who may happen to be abſent from Seringapatam when the 
diſpatch GE oe: but the contents of this diſpatch muſt not 
be communicated: by the perfon to whom it is addreſſed, to any 
perſon who ſhall not have taken the oath of ſecrecy 3 
in the Commiſſion, excepting Meer Allum. 

12. It has occurred to me, that the removal of our meet- 
ings to Bangalore might have an uſeful effect, in drawing the 
multitude of Muſſulmans from Seringapatam. This would 
enable the Commandant of the fort to commence the repair or 
improvement of the fortifications, and to proceed in clearing 
the place, and making it ſtrictly a military ſtation. I recom- 
mend the earlieſt poſhble attention to this meaſure, as being of 
eſſential i importance to our en ia Myſore.

1 The principle of partition between the Nizam and 


the Company, aſſumed in the firſt and ſecond articles, 
is, that each party ſhould retain in direct ſovereignty, an equal 


ſhare of unincumbered territorial revenue, dequction being 


made from both ſides, of the amount of the penſions for Jag 
hires, - of which each party has agreed to bear the charge. 


2. Phe allowances made by I ippoo Sultaun to his family, 


and that of Hyder, including the whole expences of the mainte- 
nance of every branck of the families, did not exceed 1,12, 116 
Canteria Pagodas. | 

3. It was however thought adviſeable to allot a larger ſum 
for this purpoſe, as well with a view ro meet the firſt expences 


of ſettling the families in the Carnatic, as the incraſed charge 
of maintaining the younger ſons of the late Sultaun (nine in 


number) as they ſhall advance in years. The youngeſt of the 
four Princes now at Vellore is about fifteen years of age. It is 
not intended to make the nine younger ſons now at Seringa- 
patam, the eldeſt of whom! is about eleven years of age, fo 


large an allowance as that enjoyed by each of the four elder 


now at Vellore. The four elder ſons have been accuſtomed 


to a degree of ſtate, of which it would be indelicate to deprive _ 


them: the ſame reaſons do not apply to the younger ſons, who 
have ſcarcely ever been ſuffered to paſs beyond the limits of the 
Zenana. | | 
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4. The eſtimate of the revenues of Tippoo Sultaun, on 


which the partition has been founded, is the ſame as that ad- 
mitted. by the Allies at Seringapatam in 1792, deducting the 
ſum of nine lacs of pagodos, which had been added by the Allies 
to the eſtimate given in by the Vakeels of Tippoo Sultaun on 
that occaſion. There is every reaſon to ſuppoſe, that this 
eſtimate is much below the real produce of the revenues of the 
country, eſpecially in its valuation of the Company's ſhare, — 
Tippoo Sultaun had made a fictitious increaſe of his revenues, 
by an arbitrary addition to the nominal value of his coin, and 
by other capricious. and extravagant operations, the nature of 
which 1s explained in the Papers annexed to this diſpatch : by 
this contrivance he had raiſed the apparent amount of his reve- 
nues to the ſum of Canteria Pagodas 83,67,549: This ſum 
certainly much exceeded their real amount. In No. 11, a com- 
pariſon is inſtituted between the extravagant ſtatements lately 
found at Seringapatam, and the depreciation of Tippoo's re- 
maining revenue impoſed upon the Allies in 1792. By this 
compariſon it appears, that at the loweſt valuation, the Com 
pany's ſhare of the preſent partition may be expected, within 


a ſhort period of time, to produce not leſs than 14,78,698 Star 


Pagodas*, provided the revenues be ably and honeſtly admi- 
niſteret. = 

5. A map, conſtructed by Captain Marriott, will be found 
in No—. It is recommended to the attention of your Hono- 
rable Court, as exhibiting a curious and intereſting view of the 
new and capricious diviſion of territory introduced by Tippoo 


- Sultaun, by which he had changed many of the names, and all 


the diviſions of every part of his kingdom, loading his eſtabliſh- 
ments with innumerable Mahomedan Officers of revenue, and 
entirely ſubverting the wiſe and economical ſyſtem eſtabliſhed 
by Hyder Ally. In No.— will alto. be found a note, relating 
to the produce and commercial powers of Myſore. Having

June, extract of which was forwarded to me by your directions, 


I have the honor to tranſmit to you a ſtatement of the revenues 


of the territories lately acquired for the Honorable Company, 


(fee No. 11.) in which you will pleaſe to obſerve the grounds, 


on which I am led to believe that thoſe acquiſitions are capable 


to yield a groſs revenue equal to the ſums in Column 4. 
The late Tippoo Sultaun raiſed his Jumtnabundy, in the 
year 1796, by augmenting his land-rent three Canetria Fa- 


nams on each Pagoda (ten Fanams) ſuppoſing the country to be 
capable of bearing this augmentation. He alſo charged his 
Jummabundy with half 2 F anam, as à tax on Shroffs, and a 


quarter of a Fanam, as a duty on Tobacco, The two laſt ar- 
ticles were abſurdly added to the Jand- rent, as well as the firſt, 


the whole amounting to 32 Fanams on Laer ten Fanams; fo. 
that by. this increaſe, every ten by the prece ing. Jummabundy 


became 133 for the new Jummabundy, or 40 was raiſed to 55. 


There were, however, ſome inconſiderable articles of the

Theſe articles ſecure to the Company the 
power, not only of aſſuming the management of the Rajah's 
revenues, either in time of peace or war, whenever ſuch 
a meaſure may appear neceſſary, but alſo of introducing any 
improvements into any or each of the Rajah's adminiſtration, 
which the Governor General in Council may deem adviſeable; 
it may therefore be hoped, that it will not be neceſſary to reſort 
to the extreme meaſure of alluming the Rajah's country. The 
powers, both of regulation and aflumption, are fecured in the 
molt unqualified manner, for the purpoſe of avoiding the em- 
barraſſments which have occaſioned fo much inconvenience in 
Oude, Tanjore, and the Carnatic.

2. The poſſeſſion of Tippoo Sultaun's whole treaſure, even 
on the fall of Seringapatam, was an event, which the Gover- 
nor General in Council could not reaſonably have anticipated; 
and it was a Cafe, therefore, for which no rule could be pro- 
vided, until the obſtinacy of Tippoo Sultaun, and the rapid 
progreſs of the ſiege, had actually produced the event. 

3. Under theſe circumſtances, and the uncertainty of the 
amount of the Sultaun's treaſure, which common rumour had 
extremely exaggerated, the diſpoſal of it became a queſtion of 
conſiderable delicacy and importance. 

4. The right of the Crown to the whole of the pared 
property,appeared to be founded on the beſt interpretations of the

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EXTRACT of a LETTER from Camp at SERINGAPATAM. 


c T ſend you the following particulars relative. t the con- 


duct of the late Tippoo Sultaun on the 4th of May, collected 


chiefly from the Killadar of Seringapatam, and from accounts 
given by ſome of his own ſervants. | . 
The Sultaun went out early in the morning, as was his 


cuſtom daily, to one of the cavaliers of the outer rampart of the 
north face, whence he could obſerve what was doing on both 


ſides: he remained there till about noon, when he took his 


uſual repaſt under a Pandal. It would appear, that he had at 


that time no ſuſpicion of the aſſault being ſo near; for when it 


was reported to him, that our parallels and approaches were un- 


uſually crouded with Europeans, he did not expreſs the leaſt 


apprehenſion, nor take any other precaution, but deſiring the 


| meſſenger to return to the weſt face with orders to Meer Gof- 


har, with the troops on duty near the breach, to keep a ſtrict 


guard.

« A few minutes afterwards he was informed, that Meer 


Gothar had been killed by a cannon ſhot near the breach, 
which intelligence appeared to agitate him greatly.
